4 Assault weapon plague 
The big lie of the 
anti-gun-ownership 
movement. . . 

HEN Joseph Wesbecker, the 
mentally ill former printing 
plant employee in Louisville, Kentucky, 
returned to the plant and went on a 
shooting rampage with his AK-47 rifle 
and other guns, the response from the 
media and anti-firearm-ownership poli¬ 
ticians was predictable. 

Here in southern California the 
vehemently anti-gun Los Angeles 
Times ran the expected color photo 
above the fold on the front page the 
next day showing the Louisville police 
chief holding up the dreaded AK-47 
used by the killer to murder seven 
people and wound 15 others at the 
plant before he shot and killed himself. 

And of course the Times didn’t lose 
the opportunity to promote harsh gun 
control once more, whipping out an 
article with the headline: “Louisville 
Mayhem Seen Spurring Gun Debate, 
Activists on Both Sides Expect New 
Drive to Widen Curbs on Assault 
Weapons.” In the text of the article the 
writer declared: “Even the most far- 
reaching legislation now under con¬ 
sideration at the federal level would 
stop short of outlawing assault weapons 
altogether.” 

The usual group of anti-gunners were 
of course interviewed and declared they 
would renew their drive to ban these 
weapons. Even the president of the 
American Bar Association, L. Stanley 
Chauvin, was brought into the act 
with the quote: “Assault weapons are 
used for no earthly purpose other than 
to kill people. As long as they are 
available people will be killed” 

We’ve all had to put up with so 
much of this mindless crap from the 
media and many of our politicians for 
so much of this year that we’ve become 
accustomed to it. 

Try as we have to convince these 
closed-minded people, and members of 
the public that they have succeeded 
in brainwashing with their ban-the- 
guns mind-set, that passing more laws 
to harshly restrict and outright ban 
and confiscate firearms, especially the 
unreasonably feared “assault wea¬ 
pons,” is not the answer, the anti-gun 
onslaught continues. 

Despite the slaughter of hundreds or 
thousands of students by the Red 


Chinese government this year, despite 
the looting and violence in the after- 
math of Hurricane Hugo recently, 
despite the absence of any conclusive 
statistics showing that “assault wea¬ 
pons” or other guns are being used 
extensively in crime, the anti-gun- 
ownership movement, with the aid of 
the national media (news and enter¬ 
tainment), continues to beat the drums 
and rant and rave about the supposed 
need to outlaw guns, particularly, 
semiautomatic military-type rifles and 
shotguns. 

The FBI Uniform Crime Report for 
1988 now shows clearly that all the 
hysterical gibberish about the “assault 
weapon plague” in this country pro¬ 
moted so often this year by the media, 
anti-gun-ownership politicians and the 
political left is a great big lie! 

Comparing the FBI national crime 
reports for 1980 and 1988, the last 
year for which statistics are available, 
the National Rifle Association noted 
in its magazine, American Rifleman 
(October 1989 issue): “While the num¬ 
ber of firearms owned was increasing 
faster than the population and hand¬ 
gun buying by women was increasing 
dramatically, gun-related crime in the 
U.S. decreased during the 1980s.” 

“Comparing the 1980 and 1988 
reports shows that most increases in 
crime during the 1980s were violent 
crimes in which weapons other than 
firearms or no weapons were used. 
During the 1980s the overall violent 
crime rate rose 7%, while gun-related 
violence fell 10%,” the NRA noted. 
“The domestic homicide rate (family 
members killing family members, the 
closest approximation to the so-called 
‘crimes of passion’) fell 19% in 1988, 
to reach the lowest level in more than 
a quarter of a century. Decreases of 
20% in gun-related homicide and 25% 
in gun-related robbery also mark the 
1980s. 

“Leading the decline in gun-related 
crime was a 30% drop in homicides 
involving rifles. The gun prohibi¬ 
tionists’ charge that police officers are 
frequently ‘outgunned’ by criminals 
wielding ‘assault rifles’ is refuted by 
FBI data,” the NRA stated. “The 
report indicates that nearly 10 times 
as many officers were slain with their 
own handguns as by killers using 


military-caliber rifles.” 

Of course the anti-gun movement 
leaders will hotly dispute these figures. 
They’ll rail on about the need to ban 
and even confiscate “assault rifles” 
and, while we’re at it, all other guns 
as well. 

Tb the average citizen, many of them 
non-gun owners, the media blitzkrieg 
of anti-gun-ownership propaganda this 
year may seem like compelling logic 
for banning firearms. These people are 
largely ignorant of how the media 
operates, how it sensationalizes vio¬ 
lence and propagandizes for the pet 
causes of those people who largely con¬ 
trol it. 

As firearms owners, we must take 
a stand for responsible, law-abiding 
gun ownership in this country. If our 
friends and neighbors have been in¬ 
fluenced —or actually brainwashed — 
by the massive campaign of anti-gun- 
ownership hysteria and propaganda 
this past year, we must do our best to 
inform and educate them with the 
facts. 

We shouldn’t be apologetic or defen¬ 
sive about wanting to keep our basic 
rights and freedoms — rights and 
freedoms on which this country was 
founded. It’s time to stand up and be 
counted — most particularly at the vot¬ 
ing booth. We have to show the anti- 
gun-ownership fanatics how many of 
us there are and how we feel about 
our rights, our liberty. And don’t hesi¬ 
tate to let your elected representatives, 
the media and other people know you 
believe in the Second Amendment and 
the public’s right to law-abiding fire¬ 
arms ownership. 

That battle over firearms in public 
hands is far from over. The pro-gun 
forces have definitely lost ground this 
year and we are in danger of losing 
our rights to keep and bear arms, and 
after that, other essential and fun¬ 
damental rights. 

So as this year comes to a close, let 
us all be resolved to continue the fight 
for our firearms rights and freedoms 
for as long as it takes — forever if 
necessary. We’re up against tremen¬ 
dously powerful forces in the media 
and government and we must never 
again be complacent about our guns. 
This past year has shown the great 
folly of doing that — Jim Benson. •

TkT IGHT vision systems are usually 
J. yl military surplus and it can some¬ 
times be difficult to have them serv¬ 
iced or find spare parts for them. 

The Find-R-Scope Infrared Nite-Site 
is a new, made in the U.S.A. commer¬ 
cially available night vision system 
that comes with a one year warranty 
on the tube and a 90-day warranty on 
other parts. It’s compact, lightweight 
and efficient and is available with 
standard 25 mm F 1.3 TV lens or op¬ 
tional 12.5 to 75 mm F 1.8 zoom lens 
(future units will be sold only with the 
zoom lens). This hand held unit is a 
monocular infrared viewer with a focus 
range of six inches to infinity. 

Each unit comes with one infrared 
viewing tube, powerful built-in light 
source, fine tuning focus eyepiece. For 
optional brighter infrared viewing 
there is a 110,000 candlepower rescue 
light and two IR lens (4 Mi-inch concave 
and 5 3 /8-inch flat) for mounting on 
headlights of cars or trucks, boat spot¬ 
lights, flashlights, etc. 

We tried out the Nite-Site Find-R- 
Scope over several nights and it was 
an excellent night vision device. Using 
infrared light, there is no tube flare 
and no damage to the tube in daylight. 
In darkness, we were able to see quite 
well from close up to about 20 or 30 
yards out with the standard TV lens 
and farther with the zoom lens. The 
zoom lens requires a brighter infrared 
light source than that provided on the 
unit to see far away objects well at 
night, but it does work very well. The 
zoom lens has a range of up to 150 
yards, so if you want distant infrared 
illumination make sure you get the

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Disarming America: 

What’s Wrong 
With the 
Second 
Amendment? 

It’s OK to hum the flag, but you better turn in 
your guns. ..

There was a time when the American people 
roared like lions for liberty: now they bleat like 
sheep for securityV — Norman Vincent Beale 


t’s not surprising that those who 
would trample the Constitution, 
either ignorantly or in a blatant dis¬ 
regard for the Supreme Law of the 
land, would also hold contempt for the 
Bill of Rights — especially the Second 
Amendment guaranteeing the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms. 

There are numerous elected officials 


today who are adamantly working to 
dismantle the Second Amendment. 
They will never admit that their goal 
is an outright ban on firearm owner- 
ship. No, their plan is to chip away, 
bit by bit, and destroy our rights by 
subtle erosion. 

In the book, The Mainspring of 
Human Progress , Henry Grady Weaver 
states, “Most of the major ills of the 
world have been caused by well mean¬ 
ing people who ignored the principle 
of individual freedom except as applied 
to themselves, and who were obsessed 
with fanatical zeal to improve the lot 
of mankind-in-mass through some pet 
formula of their own. . . The harm 
done by ordinary criminals, murderers, 
gangsters, and thieves is negligible in 
comparison with the agony inflicted 
upon human beings by the professional 
‘do-gooders/ who attempt to set them¬ 
selves up as gods on earth and who 
would ruthlessly force their views on 
all others — with the abiding assur¬ 
ance that the end justifies the means.” 

Our government today is bureaucracy 
out of control. All three branches of 
government are guilty of violating the 
Constitution. The president “legis-

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lates” by executive order, creating more 
laws than are passed by Congress. Con¬ 
gress, the federal branch responsible 
for government spending, has literally 
mortgaged our future away with a de¬ 
vastating deficit of over a trillion dol¬ 
lars. Legislators for years have gutted 
the American dollar with policies dat¬ 
ing back to the creation of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

The Supreme Court was originally 
designed to interpret laws, not make 
them. Tbday, however, we have a Court 
that openly creates new laws through 
judicial rulings. It takes more effort 
to overturn a Supreme Court decision 
than it does to override a veto by the 
President. It's hard to believe that five 
people (a majority of the Court) hold 
more power in this country than all 
state legislatures, the 535 elected fed¬ 
eral representatives, and the President 
of the United States combined. Their 
recent ruling on the “right” to burn 
the American flag overturned the laws 
in forty-eight states, as well as a fed¬ 
eral law, prohibiting the desecration 
of the flag. 

Tyrannical Government — It’s not 
surprising then, that our new Presi¬ 
dent, who has sworn to uphold the 
Constitution, has gone ahead and with 
the help of his “drug czar,” William 
Bennett has outright banned the impor¬ 
tation of over forty types of semiauto¬ 
matic firearms. 

It’s not surprising that a federal 
government agency like BATF (Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tbbacco and Firearms), one 
that holds the power to make laws, 


enforce laws, and adjudicate penalties 
when laws are violated — it's not sur¬ 
prising to see them ignore the Second 
Amendment and come up with the 
“legitimate sporting use” doctrine. This 
doctrine of “sporting use” specifically 
excludes plinking, casual target shoot¬ 
ing, collecting, and even protection 
against predators and varmints. 

Federal regulatory agencies like 
BATF continually encroach on our con¬ 
stitutional rights. Many of us fail to 
realize that most of these agencies are 
unconstitutional because they concen¬ 
trate the functions of the legislative, 
executive, and judicial branches un¬ 
der one head. Without separation of 
powers, government becomes tyranni¬ 


cal. The people have no power to re¬ 
call administrative personnel and re¬ 
course in the courts is a bankrupting 
proposition. 

In the aftermath of another multiple 
shooting (Sept. 14) by a mentally sick 
individual (this time in Louisville, Ken¬ 
tucky), an angry chorus of politicians 
voiced their holy outrage over the sta¬ 
tus of current law. Representative Pete 
Stark, a democrat from California said, 
“There will be more and more mind¬ 
less mass murders until the President 
and the Congress put controls on the 
sales of assault weapons.” Gun control 
advocates will forever call for more and 
more gun legislation until confiscation 
will be the only thing left for them to

demand, 

Government regulators, angry poli¬ 
ticians, and the haughty gun control 
lobby are passed hearing. No amount 
of reason will sway them to common 
sense. No amount of logic, no hard facts, 
nothing will change their minds about 
the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms. There minds are clouded 
with morbid media scenes of mayhem, 
blood and destruction and never does 
their vision rise from the gutter — 
their eyes transfixed on the murder 
weapon while at the same time com¬ 
forting the murderer for what the gun 
and society made him do. 

The Bill of Rights — What’s wrong 
with the Second Amendment? Nothing ! 
The American Bill of Rights is a leg¬ 
acy from tens of thousands of English¬ 
men who suffered imprisonment, tor¬ 
ture, hanging, beheading, exile, and 
being burned alive in an effort to 
preserve the basic rights of free people. 
These rights were set forth in the 
Magna Charta of 1215, the Petition of 
Rights of 1628, the Writ of Habeas 
Corpus in 1689, and the English Bill 
of Rights of 1689. 

These basic rights were considered 
to be so important, that many of the 
states wouldn’t ratify the new Consti¬ 
tution without a Bill of Rights. The 
Founding Fathers wrote a preamble to 
the Bill of Rights which is not usually 
published in the printed copies of the 
Constitution any more: “The conven¬ 
tions of a number of the States, having 
at the time of their adopting the 
Constitution, expressed a desire in 
order to prevent misconstruction or 
abuse of its (the federal government’s) 
powers, that further declaratory and 
restrictive clauses be added. . .” 

It is significant that the unalienable 
right to bear arms for self defense is 
second only to the rights of religion, 
free speech, and peaceable assem¬ 
bly. The federal government was in no 
way to interfere with this individual 
right. Samuel Adams remarked, “The 
said Constitution shall never be con¬ 
strued to authorize Congress to. . . 
prevent the people of the United States 
who are peaceable citizens from keep¬ 
ing their own arms.” 

Opponents of the Second Amend¬ 
ment declare that the “Militia” spoken 
of is the National Guard and that the 
right to bear arms is not an individual 
right, but a collective one. This rea¬ 


soning only proves the ignorance of 
the anti-gunners as to the Founding 
Fathers’ definition of the militia. 
Militia, in colonial terms, had nothing 
to do with men in uniform. It meant 
every male in the community capable 
of carrying arms. Congress has organ¬ 
ized the National Guard under its 
power to raise and support armies and 
not under its power to provide for 
organizing, arming and disciplining the 
Militia. The modern National Guard 
was specifically intended to avoid sta¬ 
tus as the constitutional militia, a dis¬ 
tinction recognized by U.S.C. 311(a). 

The Federalist Papers , a collection 
of essays written by Alexander Hamil¬ 
ton, James Madison and John Jay, 
clearly reveal the attitude of the 
Founders concerning guns and the 
militia. Responding to the fear that a

standing army would be a danger to 
the American people, Hamilton wrote, 
“that army can never be formidable 
to the liberties of the people while 
there is a large body of citizens, little, 
if at all, inferior to them in discipline 
and the use of arms, who stand ready 
to defend their own rights and those 
of their fellow citizens.” (Federalist 
No. 29) 

Madison echoed the same sentiment 
by saying, “Let a regular army, fully 
equal to the resources of the country, 
be formed; and let it be entirely at the 
devotion of the federal government; still 
it would not be going too far to say, 
that the State governments, with the 
people on their side, would be able to 


repel the danger. The highest number 
to which, according to the best com¬ 
putation, a standing army can be car¬ 
ried in any country, does not exceed 
one hundredth part of the whole num¬ 
ber of souls. . . Tb these would be 
opposed a militia amounting to near 
half a million of citizens with arms in 
their hands, officered by men chosen 
from among themselves, fighting for 
their common liberties. . .’’(Federalist 
No. 46) 

The argument that the Second 
Amendment refers only to a collective 
right to bear arms is equally ridi¬ 
culous. The framers of the Bill of 
Rights consistently used the words 
“right of the people” to reflect indiv¬ 
idual rights — as when these words 
were used to recognize the “right of 
the people” to peaceably assemble, and 
the “right of the people” against un¬ 
reasonable searches and seizures. They 
distinguished between the rights of the 
people and of the state in the Ibnth 
Amendment. 

Have we become too civilized for 
guns? Is the Constitution out of date? 
Was it only designed to work with an 
agrarian based economy? Should we 
wholeheartedly trust our present-day 
government and the officials we send 
to Washington? Will the drug wars and 
gang shootings stop if we turn in our 
guns? Should we delegate our sacred 
right of self defense entirely to the 
police? There’s much truth in the 
Italian saying, “Make yourselves sheep, 
and the wolves will eat you.” 

The framers of the Constitution lived 
in a time when, as one alarmed Ameri¬ 
can wrote, “Elegance, luxury and 
effeminacy begin to be established.” 
David Ramsay declared that if Ameri¬ 
cans had not revolted “our frugality, 
industry, and simplicity of manners, 
would have been lost in an imitation 
of British extravagance, idleness and 
false refinements.” 

The American people need to wake 
up and recognize that our government 
is steadily moving toward the left, 
toward Ruler’s Law or 100 percent 
tyranny. It’s time to get educated about 
the Constitution. We need to elect and 
support those who understand the 
vision and wisdom of our Founding 
Fathers. It’s time to return to People’s 
Law and reject the failure formulas of 
Socialism and Communism. 

Thomas Jefferson, the author of the 
Declaration of Independence, wrote, 
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“Prudence, indeed, will dictate that 
governments long established should 
not be changed for light and transient 
causes; and accordingly, all experience 
has shown, that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by 
abolishing the forms to which they are 
accustomed. But, when a long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pursuing 
invariably the same object, evinces a 
design to reduce them under absolute 
despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such government and 
to provide new guards for their future 
security. (Annals of America, 2:447-48) 

Thking away the guns from honest, 
law abiding citizens is the litmus test. 
When government takes away our abil¬ 
ity to defend our lives, our families, 
and our property, and takes away what 
the Founders agreed was the ultimate 
check against tyranny — an armed 
citizenry — then we have become the 
slaves and serfs of government. 

John Locke (1632-1704), was a man 
of reason and recognized that there 
was no divine right of kings to rule 
over the people. In his Second Essay 
Concerning Civil Government he states, 
“The reason why men enter into soci¬ 
ety is the preservation of their prop-

erty. .. [Therefore,] whenever the legis¬ 
lators endeavour to take away and des¬ 
troy the property of the people, or to 
reduce them to slavery under arbitrary 
power, they [the officials of govern¬ 
ment] put themselves into a state of 
war with the people, who are there¬ 
upon absolved from any further obed¬ 


ience, and are left to the common re¬ 
fuge which God hath provided for all 
men against force and violence. When¬ 
soever, therefore, the legislative shall 
transgress this fundamental rule of 
society, and either by ambition, fear, 
folly, or corruption, endeavour to grasp 
themselves, or put into the hands of 
any other, an absolute power over the 
lives, liberties and estates of the peo¬ 
ple, by this breach of trust THEY [the 
government officials] FORFEIT THE 
POWER THE PEOPLE HAD PUT 
INTO THEIR HANDS. . . and it 
devolves to the people, who have a 
right to resume their original liberty, 
and. . . provide for their own safety 
and security.” •

IG SAUER’s line of combat semi¬ 
automatic pistols are known 
around the world for their high qual¬ 
ity, reliability and accuracy.

The first of the current SIG combat 
handgun line was the P220 .45 ACP 
pistol introduced in the 1970s. The

Cold Injuries

Fin HE outdoors in cold weather 
JL can be beautiful, enjoyable, and 
if not prepared for, deadly. Although 
most of my outdoor activities center 
around hunting, the skier, snowmobiler, 
hiker, trapper, etc., all need to be pre¬ 
pared to avoid serious injuries caused 
by low temperatures. Some of this 
preparation is by purchasing proper 
clothing and then wearing it correctly. 
A knowledge of the outdoors, your own 
physical capabilities and certain first 
aid information about cold injuries is 
also as important. 

Before trying to understand the var¬ 
ious cold disorders, it is important to 
have an idea of what low temperature 
does to tissues. We all know that pro¬ 
longed and extreme cold can cause 
damage and eventual death to skin. 
This results from crystals forming in 
the soft tissue and fluids of skin that 
is exposed to a low temperature. This 
exposure can be from a cold wind or 
an actual low temperature. The amount 
of humidity in the air is also impor¬ 
tant. This is why it is crucial that 
bare skin and eyes be protected when¬ 
ever possible from the elements. Our 
skin is the body’s first line of defense 
and therefore, the tissue most suscept¬ 
ible to environmental extremes. 

There is a certain sequence of events 
or stages that the body goes through 
in the effort to overcome a low tem¬ 
perature. First, you will simply feel 


cold. Next, the body shivers in an 
attempt to generate heat. The hypo- 
thalmus or thermoregulatory center in 
the brain is attempting to maintain 
the body’s temperature of 98.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit, of which a normal range 
can be 96.8 to 99.3. Most of us have 
experienced these first two stages at 
sometime in our lives. This is no big 
deal! The big deal or serious concerns 
are from this point onward. 

In the next or third stage, the body’s 
decreasing temperature causes an in¬ 
difference or apathy in the individual. 
Due to this mental state, awareness 
of a more serious pending situation is 
sometimes not realized and therefore 
a logical plan of action to get out of 
the impending emergency is not pur¬ 
sued. Others may be fully aware of the 
impending dangers but because of the 
immediate situation, can not do any¬ 
thing to avoid further injury as getting 
into a warm shelter. This is why it is 
important to dress right and prepare 
for a problem before it happens. 

In the fourth stage, due to the body 
becoming colder, the victim becomes 
sleepy which is later followed by un¬ 
consciousness. Physiologically, the res¬ 
piratory rate and pulse slow. The 
extremities and exposed areas are the 
first to freeze and death is now a good 
possibility if the situation cannot be 
reversed. 

Another concern of those going out 
into the cold should be the wmdchill 
factor. This is a term we usually hear 
reported on TV weather reports. A 
temperature of 0 degrees F on a wind¬ 
less day is obviously cold. Add a 20 


mph wind to that 0 and the equivalent 
temperature is now -39 degrees F. The 
0 degrees F was cold and dangerous, 
but the -39 is even more so. 

Now that factors as temperature and 
wind were discussed, some common 
cold disorders will now be presented. 

Frostbite — This is one of the most 
common disorders caused by cold and 
one most of us can relate to. The usual 
body parts commonly affected are obvi¬ 
ously those not sufficiently covered as 
the nose, ears, cheeks, fingers and toes. 

Tb better treat this disorder, it has 
been classified into three degrees based 
on the severity of tissue damage. 

First degree: Freezing, but no blister¬ 
ing or peeling of the skin. Second 
degree: Freezing but with blistering, 
peeling or a combination of both. Third 
degree: Freezing with the addition of 
skin death. Due to the severity, more 
than just superficial tissues can be 
involved. As with a third degree burn, 
this is a dangerous stage ripe for later 
infections. 

Probably one of the biggest problems 
with cold injuries is that the victim 
on occasion is unaware of the severity 
of the injury. This is because cold 
causes anesthesia to the affected part. 
Therefore, you must be aware of the 
possibility and be on the lookout for 
signs such as the following: 1. Skin 
becomes white and glossy. This is due 
to the superficial blood vessels becom¬ 
ing constricted in an attempt to save 
body heat. If prolonged, necrosis and 
later gangrene are possible. 2. If pain 
is present, it usually occurs early and

before the anesthetic effect. 3. If blis¬ 
ters form, this is already in the second 
degree. 4. The skin can become stiff 
and numb. The stiffness is due to a 
loss of elasticity. 

There are things you can do to pre¬ 
vent further damage and reverse dan¬ 
gerous processes. Once you realize a 
body part has been damaged, protect 
it from further injury by immediately 
covering it. If windy, get to a protected 
area as under a hemlock tree or if pos¬ 
sible, into a warm shelter. 

Rewarm the area with warm, not hot 
water. This means between 98 and 
104° Fahrenheit. You should not fric¬ 
tion rub or rub with snow the affected 
parts since these old practices can in¬ 
crease the possibility of tissue damage. 
If you can get to a warm shelter, get 
any constricting and wet clothing off 
since you do not want blood flow to 
be impaired or moisture lowering the 
body’s temperature. 

If conscious, a warm drink can be 
given to the victim. What you do not 
drink is alcohol since it can only give 
a false sense of warmth. The victim 
should not smoke since tabacco con¬ 
stricts blood vessels and hampers the 
circulation — the same thing the cold 
has already been doing. 

If possible, rest in bed with the 
affected parts elevated and uncovered 
at room temperature. If the feet are 
involved, do not walk since this will 
put excess pressure on the affected and 
damaged areas. 

If blisters later form, do not break 
them since when broken, the likeli¬ 
hood of an infection becomes greater. 
The most important step is to seek 
medical assistance if the severity of

A butt pack is a good size for carrying extra 
food, knife, extra clothing, flashlight, etc. 


the injury dictates additional care. If 
you are not sure, play it safe and get 
to your physician as soon as possible. 

The next disorder to be aware of is 
hypothermia, a lower than normal body 
temperature. This disorder can affect 
the outdoorsman not properly clothed 
or the elderly in their home due to a 
lack of sufficient heat. For some, in¬ 
door temperatures as high as 65° F 
can bring on hypothermia. Contribut¬ 
ing factors are the person’s clothing, 
age, nutritional status, health status, 
wind velocity, humidity, altitude, etc. 
If you have medical conditions such as 
diabetes or heart disease, the cold or 
hypothermia can make them worse and 
under certain circumstances, kill you. 
This condition is dangerous! 

If you come across a victim of hypo¬ 
thermia, some of the signs to look for 
are: 1. A rectal temperature could be 
between 77 and 95 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. This could be the only sign or 
symptom. 2. The victim could be le¬ 
thargic and disoriented which becomes 
worse as time passes. His judgement 
and eyesight could be impaired. 3. 
Blood pressure and heart rate can 
decrease with slow and shallow breath¬ 
ing. 4. In later stages, the victim 
could become drowsy and lapse into 
unconsciousness. Death is a possibil¬ 
ity due to ventricular fibrillation, 
which does not allow blood to be pum¬ 
ped effectively. 

First aid treatment begins with try¬ 
ing to obtain medical assistance. Yet, 
do not try to get assistance by leaving 
and therefore neglecting the victim 
since there are procedures you can do 
to help and stabilize him. The ideal 


situation is with two people, one assists 
while the other goes for help. Concern¬ 
ing the patient, get him immediately 
to a warm area. Next, remove wet 
clothes and wrap him in a blanket. 
You must be careful here since during 
rewarming, if done too rapidly, there 
is a chance of heart arrhythmias. 

Cardiopulmonary resuscitation could 
be required so be alert to changes in 
the patient’s status. This condition is 
critical and medical care a must, if 
available. At this point, a good Red 
Cross course in CPR and first aid, 
often given by local fire and rescue 
companies, could have given you the 
confidence and knowledge to save a life 
or prevent further injury. 

Clothing — One of the best approaches 
to the cold is through preparation 
which means prevention. Here is where 
a knowledge of clothing and equip¬ 
ment is important. 

Certain clothing will help you to stay 
warm and enjoy any cold weather 
activity. Starting with the head and 
working downward, about 30% of body 
heat is lost through skin radiation 
from this area. This is why a hat is 
essential. A down insulated hunting 
cap with turn-down flaps to protect the 
ears is an excellent choice. When sit¬ 
ting in the cold, a thermal face mask 
is valuable in protecting the face from 
windburn. It keeps your face so warm 
that I found I had to remove it when 
walking during deer hunting to keep 
from perspiring and forming moisture 
on my face. 

Yellow shooting glasses for low light 
or dark ones for bright sun or glare 
from snow also help protect the eyes 
from twigs or wind. Cold winds cons¬ 
tantly blowing in one’s face could cause 
conjunctivitis. If you do not like light 
or dark lenses, clear replacement ones 
are also available. 

Next down the line is protection for 
the body itself. Layers of good clothing 
are the best way to keep heat in and 
when warmer from walking, avoid 
overheating. It is important to realize 
that exertion causes overheating. This 
overheating causes perspiration to form 
which is the body’s way of cooling 
down to preserve an ideal temperature. 
It is this perspiration that on cooling, 
causes the body to become cold even 
when proper clothing is worn. 

My approach to dressing warm is the 
layered one. First, and nearest my 
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skin, I put on thermal underwear. It 
is important that when you buy ther¬ 
mal underwear, you get a set that fits. 
If tall, buy a tall size. There is nothing 
worse than underwear that shrink 
when washed and are now even tighter 
and therefore more constricting. A tight 
crotch makes walking difficult and 
limits blood flow to the skin. 

For the second layer, I found under¬ 
wear with a snapped front that can 
be fully closed when sitting or open 
when walking to allow heat to escape 
to be best. Again, get a suit that fits. 
Not too big, but on the other hand, 
nothing tight to constrict movements. 

For the last or outer layer, I found 
that a one piece insulated coverall suit 
is best for keeping heat in. Zippers in 
the front and on the legs can be un¬ 
zipped when walking to avoid over¬ 
heating. The zipper or snap becomes 
your thermoregulator. I recently pur¬ 
chased Gore-Ibx coveralls and because 
of the Gore-Ibx fabric, it is 100% water¬ 
proof. This one piece outfit is the best 
insurance to avoidance of cold injury 
when outdoors on those frigid days. 

For the hands, a good pair of gloves, 
especially mittens, which are warmer, 
are a necessity. In testing various 
types, one of many that I found excel¬ 
lent are the four layered Gore-Ibx Thin- 
sulate gloves/mittens. 

Lastly, but very important, are boots 
and socks. A good heavyweight sock 
is 40% polypropylene (which keeps per¬ 
spiration from the skin) and 35% wool 
(for warmth) plus 25% nylon. A pair 
of these socks on your feet in a Sorel 
Stag boot are a winning combination 
in keeping your feet dry and warm. 

When hunting in the late fall when 
temperatures can be mild one time, 
cold and wet others, I use a polarfleece 
backpack. In it I carry a rain suit, 
camera, waterproof matches, paper 
towels (for nature calls or starting a 
fire) space blanket, rope, game saw (for 
game or building a shelter) orange 
trail marking tape, a few candy bars, 
water and a can of tuna. 

Survival and comfort are possible in 
the outdoors in cold weather. By being 
careful of certain weather conditions, 
aware of weather changes and with 
proper clothing, there is no reason why 
you can not safely enjoy the winter. 
Above all, before you set out on a cold 
day, eat a good high protein breakfast. 
Dietary induced thermogenesis or heat 
production from within the body is the 
result of food intake. A nourished body 
is another factor in keeping warm. 
The cold can be enjoyed if you are 
prepared. •

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also due to the close attention given 
by the shippers to proper handling and 
packaging of radioactive materials. 

There are basically four types of radi¬ 
oactive material packaging being used 
today. Listed in order of increasing 
potential danger, they are as follows: 
Limited Quantity (LQ) packaging, Type 
A packaging; Low Specific Activity 
(LSA) packaging; Type B packaging. 

LQ packaging standards essentially 
require the use of “normal industrial 
packaging” that assures no loss of con¬ 
tents under normal transportation 
conditions. The use of outside warning 
labels or markings are not required 
on these packages. 

Examples of radioactive materials 
shipped in LQ packaging include med¬ 
ical diagnostic kits, industrial and 
research test materials. Also, radioac¬ 
tive devices such as smoke detectors, 
luminous watch dials and special elect¬ 
ronic instruments are shipped routinely 
by common carriers (i.e., truck, United 
Parcel Service, US. Postal Service). 

The potential radiation hazard from 
an LQ packaging shipment is very low. 
However, if a large number of pack¬ 
ages involved in such shipment were 
destroyed in an accident, it is feasible 
that measurable amounts of radioac¬ 
tivity could be detected in the debris. 

Most; radioactive material shipments 
are made using Type A packaging. 
Examples of materials shipped in Type 
A packaging include radiopharmaceu¬ 
ticals and materials from research and 
industrial sources. 

The amount of radioactivity allowed 
in a Type A package is greater than 
that allowed in LQ packages. Accidents 
that may cause damage to a Type A 
package would not result in serious 
radiation exposure. 

Generally, Type A packaging is de¬ 
signed to withstand the stress of tran¬ 
sit under non accident conditions (in¬ 
cluding rough handling). It must also 
be labeled as “RADIOACTIVE” In 
accidents where Type A packages were 
severely damaged, records show that 
no adverse health or environmental 
effects resulted. This is probably due 
to the limited amount of radioactivity 
allowed in the packaging. 

LSA materials are generally material 
in which readioactivity is uniformly 
distributed within a large amount of 
non radioactive material. LSA materials 
can also be non radioactive items with 
surfaces slightly contaminated with 
radioacti ve materials. Examples of LSA 
materials includes uranium ore con 
centrate, low-level waste from hospi-

tals ; laboratories and power plants (i.e., 
contaminated protective clothing and 
trash). 

When LSA materials are transported 
by common carrier, they must be 
marked “RADIOACTIVE LSA.” They 
must also be labeled and contained in 
packages that are Type A. 

If LSA packages were involved in an 
accident, it is possible that large 
volumes of “low” level radioactivity 
could be dispersed. 

High levels of radioactivity require 
Type B packaging. Examples of such 
materials include items from radiog¬ 
raphy sources, larger industrial and 
research sources and spent nuclear 
reactor fuel. 

Most Type B shipments are made by 
commercial carriers, tractor trailers or 
railways. However, some, such as radi¬ 
ography sources which are used to x- 
ray construction welds, may be trans¬ 
ported to and from construction sites 
in private vehicles. Such sources are 
normally carried in a heavily shielded 
container. Touching an unshielded 
radiography source would be extremely 
dangerous. 

Because Type B packages may con¬ 
tain amounts of radioactivity which 
could be harmful, they are strictly 
designed to contain their contents 
under accident as well as non-accident 
conditions. Type B packaging also must 
withstand severe puncture, drop, ther¬ 
mal and water immersion tests simulat¬ 
ing transportation accident conditions. 



There are three basic labels which are used to 
identify radioactive materials: Radioactive White-1 
Radioactive Yellow-11 and Radioactive Yellow-Ill 
labels. 



The U.S. Department of Transportation’s 
Emergency Response Guidebook is used by fire, 
police and other emergency response 
organizations for dealing with all kinds of 
hazardous materials emergencies. 

Nearly all packages containing radi¬ 
oactive materials are also required to 
be labeled “RADIOACTIVE.” The ex¬ 
ception, as has been mentioned, is LQ 
packaging. 

Labels — There are three basic labels 
which are used to identify radioactive 
materials. All of the labels bear the 
distinctive tri-blade symbol. This sym¬ 
bol is universal for the identification 
of radioactivity or radiation. 

The Radioactive White I label is used 
on packages with a maximum dose 
rate of 0.5 mR/hr on any exterior sur¬ 
face. The Radioactive Yellow II label 
is used on packages which have a max¬ 
imum dose rate of 50 mR/hr on any 
exterior surface. Radioactive Yellow III 
label is used on packages with a max¬ 
imum dose rate of200 mR/hr on contact 
with the exterior surfaces of the pack¬ 
age (note — in some exceptional sit¬ 
uations it is used on packages with a 
1000 mR/hr dose rate). 

Highway vehicles transporting larger 
specified quantities of radioactive 
materials are required to have the 
Radioactive Yellow III placard placed 
on a white square! The labels are 
white except for the upper half of the 
Radioactive Yellow II and III which are 
yellow. The printing and the radiation 
symbols are black except for the I, II, 
or III numerals which must be red. 
The type of label — I, II, or III — 
quickly indicates to any informed 
member of the public, the radiation 


exposure rate near the package if the 
package has NOT broken open. If the 
package is broken, the danger from 
radiation exposure might be greater 
due to the loss of shielding provided 
by the packaging material. 

Usually, every package labeled as 
radioactive will also have a marking 
showing a certain “Proper Shipping 
Name” and a four digit “U.N. Iden¬ 
tification Number” from the United 
Nations classifications system. As an 
example, the marking on a package 
might show the words “Radioactive 
Material, Low Specific Activity” and 
the number “U.N. 2912 for radioactive 
thorium nitrate.” With this informa¬ 
tion, you and/or emergency responders 
can determine the proper response 
actions to take. 

Actions keyed by a given proper ship¬ 
ping name or U.N. Identification Num¬ 
ber include fire fighting strategies, leak 
or spill confinement techniques and 
first aid considerations. These actions 
are published in the U.S. Department 
of Transportation’s Emergency Res¬ 
ponse Guidebook. This book is used 
by fire, police and other emergency 
response organizations for dealing 
with all kinds of hazardous material 
emergencies. 

Other sources of information besides 
package labels are the use of vehicle 
placards. Placards are similar to labels, 
but are affixed to the exterior of a 
vehicle or freight container to identify 
hazards associated with the cargo. Ship¬ 
ping papers of radioactive materials 
being shipped are required to be kept 
in: The cab of a motor vehicle; The 
possession of a train crew member; A 
holder on the bridge of a sailing ves¬ 
sel; An aircraft pilot’s possession. 

Shipping papers will list all of the 
information provided by the package 
labels and markings. 

Very severe accidents involving highly 
radioactive Type B shipments are im¬ 
probable, but NOT impossible. Al¬ 
though dangers may exist when radi¬ 
oactive materials are involved in an 
accident, these risks may be exagger¬ 
ated due to the lack of understanding 
by the general public. 

Most people still do not know what 
can happen if sources of nuclear radi¬ 
ation are released into our environ¬ 
ment. Educating one’s self is the key 
to understanding the potential risks 
and dangers involved in any radio¬ 
logical emergency. •

MITH & Wesson bills their re¬ 
volvers as '‘the highest form of 
mature technology, evolved over nearly 
a century 7 and a half of field testing 
and feedback.” 

No question about it, S&W revolvers 
(not to mention the auto pistols) are 
considered by many to be in the top 
of the line in American handguns. 

We recently had the opportunity to 
shoot some S&W Model 65 .357 Mag¬ 
num caliber revolvers loaned to us 


from Golden State Arms Distributors, 
Inc. (630 Mary Ann Drive, Redondo 
Beach, CA 90278; 213-3744086). GSAD 
which sells to dealers nationwide, has 
purchased a large quantity of Model 
65 s with 3-inch and 4-inch barrels 
from the Massachusetts State Police, 
who have switched over to SIG SAUER 
9mm semiautomatic pistols. 

The M65 is the stainless version of 
the S&W Model 13 .357 revolver, fea¬ 
tured elsewhere in this issue. The 
M65s are medium frame six-shot .357s 
with heavy barrels. These guns come 
stock from the factory with a round 


butt for the 3-inch and square butt 
for the 4-inch. The guns we shot had 
stock wood grips on the 4-inch barrel 
and round butt neoprene grips on the 
3-inch barrel. 

Overall length for the 3-inch M65 is 
7 31 /32 inches while the 4-inch barrel 
is 9 5 /i6 inches overall. Empty weight 
for 3-inch is 31 ounces and 34 ounces 
for the 4-inch. Sights are a fixed 
square notch rear and serrated ramp 
blade front. The trigger on our loaner 
3-inch is the smooth combat style but 
the trigger on the 4-inch is the ser¬ 
rated target type.

We test fired these wheelguns with 
some Federal jacketed semiwadcutter 
147-grain .357 ammo, firing without 
a rest from a standing position with 
one- and two-hand holds at targets 
from about 7 to more than 50 yards 
away from us. The 4-inch, of course, 
provided the best accuracy and the 
least recoil and muzzle blast. My 
quick double action shots with the 
3-inch M65 seemed to be all around 
my targets. That DA trigger pull is a 
strong one and it’ll take some getting 


used to before I’m very accurate with 
this gun. I had much better luck with 
the 4-inch. 

Both guns are very strong and ver¬ 
satile, able to fire standard .38 Spe¬ 
cial, .38 Special Plus P loads or any 
commercial .357 stuff, making them 
ideal for or personal defense to suit 
the firepower preferences of a variety 
of shooters, men and women. Swing 
out cylinders and ejection rods make 
reloading a quick and simple process, 
particularly if speed loaders are used. 


While police departments are in¬ 
creasingly switching over to high cap¬ 
acity semiautomatics for duty guns 
these days, the venerable .357 revolver 
is still a formidable weapon in the 
hands of a trained and determined 
shooter. If you’re looking for a durable, 
easy to use and reliable weapon and 
you don’t feel you need the high cap¬ 
acity or high price of the new 9 mil¬ 
limeters on the market, the Model 65 
would be a good choice for a personal 
defense handgun. •

F OR over 15 years Dr Jim McKeever 
has suggested to his newsletter 
subscribers that they include an emer¬ 
gency food supply as part of their fi¬ 
nancial planning. 

Recently he worked with Survival 
Incorporated (SI) to develop a supply 
that he could recommend to his readers. 
The result is the SI Dr. Jim McKeever 
Year Supply with real meats and grain 
mill. It supplies over 1,700 calories 
and 75 grams of protein per day for 
one person for one year and is an ex¬ 
cellent blend of air-dried and freeze 
dried foods.

ITHOUT reservation and despite 
any reassurances to the contrary, 
the viral disease commonly referred to 
as AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome) is an awesomely frighten¬ 
ing and ominously immediate threat 
unparalleled in human history. 

Numerous realities of this disease 
have been selectively ignored and mis¬ 
represented to the public enough to 
detrimentally alter their perception of 
this pandemic, leading the average 
individual to believe that he or she is 
not personally at risk. This is, in part, 
due to the inadequate and miscon¬ 
ceived response on behalf of public 
health officials as well as an incessant 
preponderance of biased, overly opti¬ 
mistic information being disseminated 
by the media and AIDS organizations. 

An anxiety-provoking uncertainty 
pervades current objective thought 
when a disease Americans were told 
could not affect them continues un¬ 
abated to the point where World Health 
Organization studies predict that up 
to 50 million Africans may acquire the 
disease by 1992 (ABC News, Peter Jen¬ 
nings, May 1, 1987). In New York City 
it is the leading cause of death for 
males between the ages of 24 and 44 
and for women aged 25 to 34. When 
a disease known to science for just 
nine years has been diagnosed in over 
90,000 Americans, has already killed 
over 50 percent of those diagnosed and 
estimated to infect up to 1.5 million, 
one must constantly question the ap¬ 
propriateness of the response. The 
response, thus far, has been character¬ 
ized by a conscious pattern of decep¬ 



tion and denial promoted by those who 
feel the need to protect the public from 
hysteria-generating information. When 
AIDS “experts” make statements that 
cannot be supported with acceptable 
evidence it is, in essence, lying Upon 
countless occasions, respected officials, 
researchers, and media personalities 
have made statements with an inor¬ 
dinate degree of confidence that later 
were demonstrated to be false. When 
proof became available to demonstrate 
those fallacies, the average person 
responded with confusion, anxiety, then 
fear since it was obvious that an im¬ 
plied trust had been violated. Most 
people are not so ignorant that they 
fail to recognize when they have been 
misled; but, since none of them have 
the authority to cross-examine or hold 
accountable the authors of those fla¬ 
grant misrepresentations, they can 
only turn within themselves to their 
darkest hysterical fears — herein 
is given cause for those fears to be 
justified. 

AIDS is caused by a virus. Once the 
virus gains access to the body, it des¬ 
troys the cells responsible for defend¬ 
ing the body from most of the micro¬ 
organisms that exist in the environ¬ 
ment; and the person is slowly killed 
by the virus’ invasion of the body it¬ 
self, a multitude of contagious diseases, 
and/or many of the bacteria, fungi, and 
viruses that usually cause few pro¬ 
blems in other people. The following 
is an overview of the true and alarm¬ 
ing reality of AIDS in 1989: 

*In the U.S. there have been 52,435 
deaths from AIDS as of March 31,1989, 
with up to 215,000 deaths predicted 
by 1991. The World Health Organi¬ 
zation estimates there are already 5 
to 10 million people worldwide infect¬ 
ed with the virus. Two independent 
studies accepted by the World Health 
Organization predicted up to 50 mil¬ 
lion Africans may be infected with 
AIDS by 1992, principally by hetero¬ 
sexual spread, and who are therefore 
statistically scheduled to die. 

*There is no cure on the medically 
foreseeable horizon since the virus 
exists as a contagious mutation by 
permanently incorporating its genetic 
material into the victims’ chromo¬ 
somes, A vaccine may be impossible 
to develop because researchers have 
demonstrated that the virus mutates 
five times faster than any known virus, 
changing its molecular surface coat so 
frequently that it evades the body’s 
defense systems.

frequently carry, cannot be cured of, 
and are highly infectious for, countless 
other diseases, including Tuberculosis, 
Cytomegalovirus (CMV), Salmonella, 
Herpes, and Tbxoplasmosis. There is 
currently a Tuberculosis epidemic in 
the U.S. that has been directly at¬ 
tributed to AIDS. An incurable Tuber¬ 
culosis-like bacteria, Mycobacterium 
Avium Intracellulare, has been found 
in up to 50 percent of AIDS patients 
on autopsy. It can infect young, healthy 
people without any immunodeficiency 
and has been shown to have contami¬ 
nated hospital water supplies where 
high numbers of AIDS patients are 
treated. CMV is the leading viral cause 
of developmental disability in the U.S. 
AIDS victims also have a 20 fold in¬ 
crease in the incidence of Salmonella, 
which has also assumed epidemic pro ¬ 
portions in the U.S. 

Heterosexual Spread — AIDS is eas¬ 
ily spread among heterosexuals. Ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol, 15 percent of all people infected 
by the virus belong to no high risk 
group. Already, in New York City, one 
in 50 pregnant women are infected by 
the virus. In one well-documented case, 
a symptom-less male engineer traveled 
through Belgium, having sex with pri¬ 
marily professional, middle class wo¬ 
men. Out of 17 sexual contacts that 
agreed to be interviewed, 10 were found 
to be infected. Two of them only had 
intercourse with him once. 

* Condoms cannot ethically be pro¬ 
moted as a prevention for AIDS without 
including that they have an average 
10 percent failure rate per year in 
preventing pregnancy. In one study 
testing their ability to stop the AIDS 
virus, three out of 10 spouses were 
nevertheless infected. In another study 
cited in The Journal of the American 
Medical Association (Aug. 14, 1987), 
“Condom use was not signifcantly as¬ 
sociated with protection from infection.” 

* Other modes of transmitting AIDS 
have been demonstrated besides the 
most efficient routes of sexual contact, 
contact with infected blood, and mother 
to infant transfer. Data indicates an 
eightfold or greater chance of being 
infected if one lives in a household 
with a person with AIDS. In one study 
in Africa, 39 percent of infected child¬ 
ren studied had mothers whose blood 
tests did not show AIDS virus infec¬ 
tion, leaving the mode of transmission 


open to question. In 1985, the Centers 
for Disease Control cited that in Euro¬ 
pean children with AIDS, 13 percent 
had no known risk factors. 

Many individual cases exist where 
the mode of transmission cannot be 
determined (as in sibling to sibling 
transmission, or elderly impotent male 
to wife transmission). In an incident 
at the National Institutes of Health, 
the virus is believed to have infected 
a worker (who worked with gowns, 
gloves and hooded ventilation) through 
the airborne route. These routes of 
transmission may currently be infre¬ 
quent, but they cannot be dismissed. 

*AIDS in the prison system demon¬ 
strates the absurdity of statements 
claiming AIDS to be 100 percent pre¬ 
ventable. By mid-1987,3 percent of fed¬ 
eral prisoners tested positive. Not only 
does a short prison term now carry the 
real risk of becoming a death sentence 
(due to the high incidence of rape and 
forced homosexuality), but when the 
inmates are released into society, they 
will carry the disease with them. 

*Without question, Americans will 
be forced to bear the estimated $38 bil¬ 
lion burden of AIDS care for just the 
period through 1991 in the form of 
taxes and higher insurance rates; and 
unless immediate, definitive, and dras¬ 
tic measures are taken, the cost will 
forever escalate. 


The epidemic’s management has 
been manipulated to satisfy the homo¬ 
sexual agenda.

T he Marauder MK-l-A is the 
military attack version of the 
Marauder MK-1 knife made by Black¬ 
jack Knives. It is patterned after the 
legendary Kopis blades used around 
310 B,C. in the conquest of Greece, Per¬ 
sia and Egypt by Alexander the Great. 

The same knife style was used by 
the Iberians and Celts who inhabited 
what is now Spain and Portugal. Dur¬ 
ing the Roman conquest, the Iberian 
Celts were known as one of the more 
ferocious tribes. With their knife, 
known as the falcutta, they were able 
to cleave a Roman helmet in half. 

The modem day Marauder can do 
some equally impressive work. Made 
of 400 series stainless steel, the blade 
is both specially heat treated and cryo- 
genically (very low temperature) 
treated for extra edge holding and 
greater strength. The knife features 
full tang construction with a blade 
length of nine and a half-inches and 
an over-all length of 14 3 /4-inches. The 
handle is textured Kraton in olive drab 
color. Each Marauder comes with a 
high grade leather sheath and nylon 
tie-down. (Retail price is $89.95). 

We found the MK-l-A to fit nicely 
in the hand. It is comfortable to work 
with and the Kraton handle insures 
a non-slip grip., We tested the knife out 
by using it to cut poles for a pioneering 
project the local Boy Scout troop was. 
involved with. The Marauder does very 
well at chopping, machete-style, and 
the one to two inch saplings were cut 
in no time. Even when attacking hard 
eucalyptus poles, the Marauder easily 
got the job done. This would make an 
excellent camp knife, providing fuel for 
fire or for constructing a pole frame 
shelter in an emergency. For more

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Survival Uses: 

Dynamite and 

Commercial 

Explosives 


Explosives are risky, 
especially for those who 
become complacent 
or lack good 
common sense. . . 

-By Ragnar Benson- 

This article deals with survival uses of explo¬ 
sives and briefly discusses how to set up and 
detonate explosives. This is not intended as 
definitive instruction in handling explosives. 
Explosives are extremely dangerous and should 
not be handled by anyone who has not had 
appropriate instruction and supervision by a 
licensed and reputable explosives expert. The 
material presented here is for information only 
— The editors. 

P RIMITIVE or modern, Third 
World or developed, every econ¬ 
omy no matter where in the spectrum 
from Albanian communist to Free 
Swiss has to run on explosives. Powder 
is used to build roads, level air strips, 
clear farm land, build sewage ponds, 
prepare construction sites, mine, and 
do hundreds of chores requiring port¬ 
able power. Survivalists will need pow¬ 
der to divert streams, dig ponds and 
wells, excavate root cellars, remove logs 
and boulders, build privies and other 
work impossible without explosives. 

Explosives are so important to the 
economies of nations that graphs can 
be drawn showing a direct correlation 
between GNP and use of dynamite. 
When powder usage is up, so is the 
economy. The months Trojan Powder 
Company shipments are off in this 
country, for instance, are the same 
months the economy is stuck in the 
mud. Laborers have to have explosives 
or their basic industries simply grind 
to a halt, whither, and die. More primi¬ 
tive survival economies will be charac¬ 
terized by use of commercial explosives. 
Dynamite will be available because 
commercial explosives are — in many 
respects — essential. 

For this reason alone, would-be sur¬ 
vivors can usually scare up some sort 


of a supply of dynamite. The trick is 
knowing where to look and in know¬ 
ing how to use this asset that might 
otherwise be neglected. 

In times past, every other rural 
hardware store sold dynamite. It was 


easily possible to walk in, plunk down 
a couple of dollars, and buy a dozen 
sticks, six feet of fuze, a couple of caps 
and be on your way again within 10 
minutes. Knowledge of how to use 
commercial explosives was virtually 
universal among our rural population. 

Even our beloved, benign federal 
government got in the act. Uncle spent 
tons of our hard earned money pub¬ 
lishing brochures telling us how to can 
beans, castrate hogs, stuff sausage and 
— you guessed it — blast things to 
hell with dynamite. 


I fear the days of our government 
extending that much trust to its citi¬ 
zens is gone forever. Yet a ready sup¬ 
ply of dynamite is still around. Sur¬ 
vivors who have a rudimentary know¬ 
ledge of the use of common explosives 
can manage to find it. The problem 
is that, in this age of crowded cities 
and narcotic TV, few people know how 
to use it or are even interested in 
training themselves to work with 
explosives. Far different from the 
early days when a set of basic how¬ 
tos on dynamite was part of everyone’s 
repertoire. 

Survivors who, in many cases, will 
revert back to older, less technologi¬ 
cally advanced methods of doing many, 
many different things, may want to 


learn the traditional agricultural 
methods of handling explosives. Food, 
water and shelter all may be more con¬ 
venient for the person who does. On 
the other hand, explosives are risky, 
especially for the person who tends to 
become complacent or lacks good, 
common sense. If you are one of these 
people, I would forget about explosives 
as a survival technique until it be¬ 
comes absolutely essential to use them. 

Common dynamite comes in three 
forms — loose powder, threepound 
canisters and the garden variety half

hood, t h at^s 

will ever see anyway. Military explo¬ 
sives are similar to commercial powder. 
They have different uses with some¬ 
what similar setup procedures; know¬ 
ledge of the one will keep the other 
in a proper perspective. 

Another product, DuPont Trovex, 
looks like dynamite, handles like dy¬ 
namite^ fires about like dynamite but 
isn’t actually dynamite. Should the 
reader run <>nto some of this stuff, I 
suggest treating it like hard-to-deton- 
ate dynamite.

My partner climbs out safely from a tortuous scree slope. 
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O NCE we traverse this section of 
trail switchback and approach 
the base of Crater Mountain’s west¬ 
ern peak, it will be two days of cross¬ 
country trekking before my partner 
and I reach the Jerry Lakes. Although 
most of my wilderness adventures are 
solo, there is personal challenge, growth 
in leadership skills, and survival team¬ 
work shared in the mountain treks I 
organize annually in cooperation with 
Live Free and the American Pistol and 
Rifle Association. 

We leave the Granite and Canyon 
Creeks Trailhead on the rugged six- 
day circuit up and around eight thou¬ 
sand-foot Crater Mountain — one of 
the two highest peaks in Washington’s 
P&sayten Wilderness. Our ultimate 
goal is to reach the Jerry Lakes, but 
the trip involves seven miles of steep 
trail, then three air miles of near ver¬ 
tical rock slides, hazardous rock faces, 
tundra, and snowfields. There is the

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NLESS you know exactly what 
you’re looking for in a revolver, 
the selections from Smith & Wesson 
might prove overwhelming.

While seeking a good self defense 
handgun in a concealable configura¬ 
tion, I settled upon the Model 13 by 
Smith & Wesson. This particular model 
is manufactured with a choice of heavy 
barrels in three- and four-inch lengths. 

The three-inch version comes with 
walnut round butt grips, while the 
four-inch is available only with wal¬ 


nut square butt grips. 

While the Model 13 is chambered for 
the potent .357 Magnum round, many 
choose to shoot it with .38 Special 
loadings. Not only is .38 Special ammo 
less expensive, but it delivers a lot less 
hand-biting recoil. This recoil is felt 
mostly with the standard walnut grips, 
especially where you’re shooting the

three-inch version. Of all the factory 
loadings, I believe the Federal 125- 
grain JHPs round bites the hardest. 
If you intend to do much shooting 
with .357 Mag loads, it’s recommended 
you switch to neoprene grips. There’s 
no reason to punish yourself. 

The version I selected is the three- 


inch, which weighs only 31 ounces and 
is slightly less than eight inches over¬ 
all in length. A gun of this size cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t need fully adjustable 
sights, and Smith & Wesson wisely 
designed it with a square notch in the 
top strap and and a serrated ramp 
front sight.

When testing the Model 13 for this 
article, I ran no less than seven differ¬ 
ent factory loadings through it, shoot¬ 
ing both slow and rapid fire, at dis¬ 
tances of seven and 10 yards. While 
this gun is surely capable of hitting 
a small target at greater distance, the 
gun simply wasn’t designed for shoot¬ 
ing at ranges greater than 15-20 yards, 
Thus the reason all of our tests were 
at a closer range. 

Our test loads were all of.357 Mag¬ 
num chambering, and what with the 
small wooden grips, did their best to 
eat my hands up. While this gun pro¬ 
duced reasonable slow fire groups, such 
wasn’t the case when it came to rapid 
fire. Many of the rounds went astray, 
leading me to believe this problem was 
attributable to the small, hard grips 
that tended to dig in easily. 

Like all S&W revolvers, this Model 
13 is well made and quite suitable for 
concealed carry or use as a home de¬ 
fense gun at home or in the office. An 
accompanying chart illustrates the 
accuracy potential we realized. •

Equipment needed includes, from right to left, a 
regular non-sparking dynamite tool, electrical cap, 
old plastic film case used to carry the caps, 
battery that can detonate a single cap. Small 
silver cylinder in foreground is a cap to be used 
with a safety fuse. The old tin box in the 
background contains 20 caps. 



Wrap a piece of twine around the cartridge, 
securing the cap to the dynamite. Both safety 
fuze and electrical caps are inserted using similar 
tools. 



Cut about VHnch off the roll of safety fuze to 
provide a fresh end for the cap. 



Punch a hole diagonally down through the side 
of the cartridge about three inches deep. Take 
care not to punch the hole out of the other side 
of the cartridge. Slide the cap into this hole. 

Dynamite cartridges are wrapped in 
heavy, brown wax paper. They are 
about eight inches long and one inch 
in diameter. The ends and seams of 
the cartridges are tightly sealed to 
prevent spillage or leaking. 

As part of his education, the sur¬ 
vivor should pry open the end of a 
cartridge and look at it. This is not 
dangerous unless the cartridges are 
very old. Old cartridges are identified 
by worn, bleached wrappers and by de¬ 
formed explosive prills that have started 
to melt out of the filler material. 

Don’t ever use, move or handle any 
cartridges that exude droplets of sticky, 
brown, oily liquid. Old, out-of-condi- 
tion dynamite with these charater- 
istics can be extremely dangerous. 
A complete soak in warm, thin oil 
will neutralize powder that otherwise 
may be too sensitive to move. Or, 
it can be detonated in place with a 
fresh capstick. Another method is to 
burn the powder on a bed of sticks or 
coal. It will smoke and sputter like 
scaled paraffin but I have never heard 
of a detonation burning commercial 
explosives. 

The only way dynamite is sold these 
days is in 50-pound cardboard boxes 
containing 103 or so individual sticks. 


The days of buying a few pounds at 
a time are gone forever. 

Dynamite cases or boxes are of tough, 
heavy construction — much stouter 
than the average grocery store card¬ 
board. These cartons can and do endure 
some pretty rough treatment in the 
backs of pickups, one ton trucks, pow¬ 
der carts and jeeps. Inside, the sticks 
are sealed within a six mil plastic bag. 

Cost is about $90 per case. To a 
limited extent, the type of dynamite 
has a bearing on how much a legiti¬ 
mate powder dealer charges. When I 
first started in the dynamiting busi¬ 
ness 40 years ago, I could buy all the 
powder I wanted for 10 cents a stick 
or $8.00 the case. That was way before 
the current benevolent Uncle Sam 
attitude swept our land. 

Survivors who have any idea where 
to look will find that locating an explo¬ 
sives jobber is not particularly difficult. 
Virtually every large city in the U.S. 
has somebody who legally sells the 
stuff. Peruse the Yellow Pages, or call 
a heavy equipment operator and ask 
him where he buys powder. Sometimes 
these contractors will let you have a 
case or two with very little formality. 

Other than regular explosives dealers, 
one can sometimes rustle up powder 
at construction sites, from road build¬ 
ing crews, at logging camps, from 
farmers, at quarries and around mines 
of all sorts. In a survival situation, 
powder may originate from any or all 
of these sources. 

The actual dynamite — the stuff in 
the cartridges — is generally composed 
of one or the other of two explosive 
agents. Either it is ammonium based, 
or it is made from material very much 
like nitroglycerine. 

The unstable explosive is soaked into 
an inert material such as clay or cel¬ 
lulose. This gives the cartridge a great 
deal of stability. 

Rating Dynamite — The finished 
product is rated on the basis of its 
power compared to pure nitro powder. 
The lowest rating I know of is 20 per¬ 
cent. The highest is 85 percent. All 
powder is sold and identified by its 
percentages, i.e., “I want 50 lbs. of 40 
percent and 100 lbs. of 60 percent.” 

Lower percentage rated powder is 
slower reacting. It tends to throw or 
push rather than break or split. An 
important attribute for survivalists 
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who will often have use for explosives 
as a portable substitute for mechan¬ 
ical or muscle power in the next econ¬ 
omy. Never forget there is risk to using 
dynamite, but that the risk is often 
offset by the ability a single person 
has to perform beneficial work that 
could not be otherwise accomplished. 

Forty percent powder, as an example, 
is used to throw stumps or large rocks 
out on the ground whole. Sixty percent 
with a mud cap works nicely to shat¬ 
ter large rocks. Eighty percent dyna¬ 
mite is referred to as HyDrive. It is 
so fast and powerful its principal use 
is to detonate ammonium nitrate 
fertilizer or to shatter rock for con¬ 
struction of a root cellar or fallout 
shelter. 

Dynamite at or below forty percent 
is almost always ammonia based. The 
stuff is so stable it can’t be detonated 
by firing a fast bullet into it. As one 
goes up on the scale, the powder be¬ 
comes less stable. Sixty percent dyna¬ 
mite makes excellent targets, going off 
with a nice, resolute “boom” when hit 
by a .308 round. Some 70 and 80 per¬ 
cent powder is used for “propagation” 
charges in ditches and ponds. This 
material is the most sensitive. Propaga¬ 
tion is a term for the art of placing 
cartridges two to three feet apart in 
wet mud or water and firing the entire 
string using but one cap. Other dyna¬ 
mite has to be touching stick to stick 
to detonate. 

At one time I had the opportunity 
to throw about a dozen or so sticks of 
ditching powder one at a time off a 
three story building. In spite of the 
fact that they landed soundly on the 
solidly frozen drive below, not one deto¬ 
nated. However, I am still leery of this 
stuff. It stores poorly and, for this 
reason, may not be of much value to 
survivors. 

Under normal circumstances the 
risky part of handling explosives can 
occur using the blasting caps. Caps are 
a little more sensitive than the car¬ 
tridge themselves. Alone they have the 
power of a big firecracker. 

Prepare a capped fuze by cutting 
about half an inch off the safety fuze, 
so as to expose a fresh surface. Slip 
the cap on the fuze, snugging it down 
on the end without twisting. Using 
pliers or a special crimping tool, cinch 
the cap onto the fuze. Reportedly, old- 
timers performed this chore with their 
teeth, a method best left to oldtimers. 

Using a ^-inch dowel rod or a no- 
sparking spike, punch a hole diagonally 
into one of the sticks of dynamite. The 
hole should be made from two to three 


inches deep and should not protrude 
out through the other side of the car¬ 
tridge. Slide the cap and fuze full 
length into the hole and tie it in place 
with a piece of fat twine. 

All of these operations — crimping, 
punching and fuze cutting — are best 
done with a special purpose, non¬ 
sparking tool made by Diamond Tool 
especially for that purpose. 

Do not twist or tie the fuze or elec¬ 
tric cap wire around the stick in an 
attempt to hold the cap in place. 
Always use a piece of twine. 

This cap stick should be tied into the 
center of the bundle of cartridges, if 
possible, or slide the charge into the 
center of the string if the sticks are 
placed on end in a bore hole. Be damn 
sure every stick rests firmly against 
its neighbor. 

Cut the fuze back lengthwise an inch 
or so on the opposite end. This little 
procedure helps immeasurably to get 
the fuze going. Sometimes it is incredi¬ 
bly difficult to light safety fuze. 

Properly lit fuze hisses and blows a 
thin stream of smoke when lit. A 
weak, yellow flame indicates that the 
linen and tar coating is afire but prob¬ 
ably not the internal powder. 

When using electric caps, unroll and 
test the drop wire running from the 
power source to blasting face before 
proceeding with anything else. I like 
to use a truck battery if possible. Vehi¬ 
cle batteries of almost any kind are 
large enough to set off a number of 
caps simultaneously. Also, one always 
knows with a reasonable degree of cer¬ 
tainty if the battery is charged or 
not. Fire the charge with the motor 
running. 

Flashlight batteries or a 110-volt out¬ 
let will also work for a cap or two. 

Unless the charge is huge — 25 
pounds or more — 200 meters is long 
enough for the drop wire. Another hint 
— always keep the wire ends shunted 
or tied together till immediately before 
the detonation. 

The sequence should be as follows: 
1. Lay out the drop wire and tie the 
ends together. 2. Position batteries or 
other power source 10 feet from the 
end of the drop wires. 3. Cap and 
place the charges. 4. Check drop wire 
again. 5. Connect leads from the cap 
charge to the drop wire. 6. Pull back 
and let ’er rip! 

Placing dynamite so it does the most 
good is an incredibly difficult art. It 
is easy to use a iot of powder to ac¬ 
complish very little. 

The charge has to be positioned in 
under the material to be shot, and the 


shock contained and directed — true 
enough, the movie veteran of dyna¬ 
mite notwithstanding. Powder laid on 
the top of the ground may not even 
skin up the grass v T hen fired. Survivors 
who have the opportunity to practice 
should work on sets of the type they 
will need after the Collapse. 

Misfires can be a real headache for 
a powder monkey. The best cure, in my 
estimation, is prevention. When teach¬ 
ing yourself to handle explosives, take 
some time to learn to do it right the 
first time. Set up a few fuzed caps and 
fire them without charges. By so doing, 
you can make sure the fuze is crimped 
properly and/or the electrical cap is 
correctly connected. 

Next, graduate to setting off single 
stick charges. Should noise be a prob¬ 
lem, bury the cartridge a foot or so 
in the ground and fire. It will be 
amazingly muted. 

Misfires — Should a misfire ever 
occur, proceed as follows: 1. If possible, 
wait 24 hours before going closer than 
200 meters. If the miss occurred with 
electric caps, the 24-hour rule is not 
quite so important. Electric caps either 
fire or they don’t. 2. Try, when work¬ 
ing on the set, to disturb it as little 
as possible. The best is to slide in a 
second, capped stick and try firing the 
whole string again. 3. If it isn’t pos¬ 
sible to position a second cap charge, 
try leaving the first charge in place 
and shooting the whole thing from a 
different angle or position by boring 
a second shot hole in under the first. 
4. Some charges can safely be aban¬ 
doned without threatening the natives. 
Underwater shots that don’t go can 
usually be forgotten, for instance. 5. 
Damaged cartridges thrown out of a 
set undetonated should be lightly 
raked into a pile and burned, shot in 
the open with another capstick, or slit 
open with a sharp knife and scattered. 

Store dynamite in a cool, dry shed 
away from people. Caps should be kept 
away from the main magazine. Con¬ 
trary to what you may have heard on 
TV, dynamite does not deteriorate very 
rapidly. I have kept powder in good 
condition for at least four to five years. 

Other than a select few who have 
had military training, the art and prin¬ 
ciple of the use of dynamite is dying 
in our country. Survivors who think 
they will need this skill had best start 
educating themselves now while it is 
still possible. In all likelihood, skill 
with explosives won’t be a life and 
death situation. The survivor will sim¬ 
ply live more comfortably and easily. •

possibility that we will climb the Jerry 
Glacier on the trip out. 

I determine from the start to lead 
this outing safely. The harsh lessons 
I faced alone on this formidable moun¬ 
tain three years ago haven’t been for¬ 
gotten. The lack of adequate food left 
me thirty pounds lighter and critically 
weakened, and fear was my constant 
companion. It took considerable inner 
strength to pull myself through the 
ordeal safely. Uncomfortable memories 
from the experience are to remain 
with me throughout this trek. 

The first three switchbacking miles 
of up hill trail are tough; my lungs 
work hard as I steadily carry my heavy 
pack. I advise my following companion 
to acclimate himself to the continual 
gain in elevation. We take frequent 
breaks to rest our laboring bodies, and 
to prevent altitude sickness. 

It is the second afternoon and seven 
trail miles later before we reach the 
base of Crater Mountain lookout. We 
rest, staring far below at the North 
Cascades Highway. The surrounding 
sights and sounds are outstanding. The 
clear atmosphere echoes to distant 
thundering waterfalls. Awesome nine 
thousand-foot Jack Mountain towers 
northward; Jerry Glacier saddles Crater 
Mountain to the southeast; rolling 
Jackitia Ridge stretches toward the 
Pacific Crest, and the North Cascade 
National Park fills the craggy western 
horizon. 

The man next to me looks very tired 
and I ask him if he is ready to tackle 
some cross-country terrain. I explain 
the two route possibilities and ground 
characteristics which confront us on 
this sector of Crater Mountain. 

Immediately below us is a steep 
chimney of loose gravel which merges 
with a formidable snowfleld, a frozen 
barrier that pierces a two hundred- 
yard wide scree slope. I state that this 
obstacle must be traversed, but point 
out an adjacent rock face that borders 
the chimney and top end of the snow- 
field. It offered me a solid handhold 
during my last descent here. 

Continuing the discussion, I describe 
another equally steep route which cuts 
around and below the chimney. We 
retrace our steps several hundred yards 
to the alternate jump-off site, and 
decide to proceed, even though the day 
is well into the late afternoon. 

From the moment our feet begin 


picking a zig-zag route down and 
around the mountainside, we realize 
that one faulty step could mean poten¬ 
tial injury or death. Steep cliffs charac¬ 
terize much of this area, and it’s hard 
to look into the seemingly abysmal 
depths as we negotiate narrow shelves. 
Fear serves to keep us alert and aware 
of every step we take. 

We both utilize walking staffs for 
support; the tool acts much like third 
leg on unstable ground. With mutual 
encouragement we wind a precarious 
path to the equally nasty scree slope. 
I ask my partner how he feels about 
crossing the barrier, and point toward 
the night’s camp on the ridge adjacent 


our present location. He complains 
about an increasing problem with his 
ankle, and says this is some very scary 
countryside. I agree, acknowledging 
that a person’s life is in his own hands 
here. 

It’s time to bolster our courage and 
begin crossing the nasty two hundred- 
yard stretch. The agonizing time-con¬ 
suming misery of tackling an un¬ 
stable scree slope, with each step los¬ 
ing grip on the near roller bearing 
surface, immediately stresses our al¬ 
ready tired faculties. My companion’s 
personal welfare nags my conscience, 
but I forge ahead knowing from prior 
experience that better ground lies 
ahead. 

I reach the middle of the excruciat¬ 


ing terrain; my increasingly sore feet 
no longer dig in securely, and this 
causes me to stumble and fall. My 
pack crushes me into the ground, and 
having lost my short temper, I roll 
over and sit. It is several minutes 
before my unsettled nerves calm. There 
is no room for anger on this dangerous 
mountain. 

I observe my friend’s performance, 
realizing that not just anyone has the 
physical stamina and temperament to 
tackle an experience like this. He 
stumbles wearily forward, plodding one 
sore step at a time. I have to admit 
a growing respect for his courage. I 
voice encouragement to the man, tell¬ 


ing him that we will be safe once we 
climb out upon the ridge above us. 
This is the place to turn back if he 
felt any problem with proceeding. Look¬ 
ing with disgust at the ugly scree 
slope, he tells me to get climbing. 

The ridge surface isn’t an easy tra¬ 
verse; it consists of unstable rock that 
defies solid footing. I look upward, cal¬ 
culating the safest possible route to 
the summit a hundred feet above. Mak 
ing one hand or foot pressure hold at 
a time, we begin climbing. I don’t look 
down until I reach the security of the 
ridge summit. 

My hard-working partner is perched 
almost parallel with the rock and is 
obviously having difficulties. With 
some encouragement the man sur-

mounts his sense of insecurity, and 
clambers up with a sigh of relief be¬ 
side me. 

The night approaches and we sit far 
above the verdant Cascade valleys, 
watching a colorful sunset. The spec¬ 
tacular horizon is filled with seemingly 
hundreds of glaciated peaks. The full 
moon rises; the brilliant stars emerge, 
and for a brief moment we view the 
northern lights. 

Ibmorrow is our third day on the 
mountain and I think about the hike 
ahead. It will be good to rest our sore 
muscles for a few days once we reach 
the Jerry Lakes. 

The decision to leave Crater Moun¬ 
tain places considerable responsibility 
for competent leadership on both of our 
shoulders. How does a person learn the 
skills and mature thinking to guide 
others through a self-reliance exper¬ 
ience like this? There are excellent 
mountaineering schools, but I learned 
to take care of myself in alpine coun¬ 
try through twenty years of solo trial 
and error. I feel confident about my 
ability to lead this trek through to its 
safe conclusion. 

We’re ready to undertake the final 
traverse into the lakes. It’s a bright 
Cascade morning and my friend places 
the topographic map on a flat rock, 
after iining it up by compass on true 
north. He studies the terrain contours 
of our route, and shoots several azi¬ 
muths off nearby Jack Mountain to 
confirm our coordinates. The Jerry 
Lakes lie one air mile across a deep 
glacially carved basin, and over Crater 
Mountain’s northern shoulder. Our 
trek has averaged sixty-five hundred 
foot elevation since we left the Crater 
Mountain trail. 

I study the terrain leading down into 
the glacial basin. It’s a near vertical 
thousand-foot drop to the bottom before 
we regain the lost height. We begin 
switchbacking down and around lichen- 
covered rock outcrops. I utilize my 
walking staff continuously for added 
support, and also hang on to the in¬ 
creasingly thick scrub timber. Two 
hours of hard work will put us in the 
Jerry Lakes, and I am determined to 
reach that destination today. 

Our steady pace gradually takes us 
up and over Crater Mountain’s north¬ 
ern shoulder. We pass loose jumbles of 
stone slag, wild flower-bejeweled mea¬ 
dows, and soggy tundra growth. Several 
of last winter’s melting snowbanks pass 
underfoot and we climb over a last 
knoll. Before us the rocky moraine 
falls steeply away, revealing the sap¬ 
phire blue waters called Jerry Lakes. 


I point out the deer track leading 
down to the lakes, and tell the man 
beside me to be careful because of the 
treacherous footing. Our feet scramble 
to keep balance as we progress down 
the narrow animal path. Showers of 
loose gravel knock free, cascading in 
miniature avalanches towards the 
basin below. It is important to keep 
as near as possible to the rock outcrop 
for secure hand and foot holds. 

I reach a point where there are no 
holds and the gravelly trail traverses 
an abrupt drop-off. My already flowing 
adrenaline puts my sense of security 
on edge. A glance at the bottom and 
I freeze, trembling with fear. It is a 
struggle to get a grip on myself; how¬ 
ever, I realize that absolute control 
over personal feelings is important in 
a dangerous situation like this. After 
catching a lungful of air, I make my¬ 
self stand straight and start moving 
across the nasty spot. Everything is 
all right as long as I ignore the drop¬ 
off. My friend trails behind without 
mishap and we switchback the final 
slope into camp. 

For two days we gratefully rest our 
fatigued bodies and catch Jerry Lake’s

plentiful cutthroat trout. We are in a 
very primitive location and the subject 
of our route out surfaces periodically 
in our camp discussions. 

Jackita Ridge Trail stretches tempt¬ 
ingly visible across the lake outlet 
canyon; however, I point out the near 
vertical contour lines on the map. This 
side of the canyon is composed of laby¬ 
rinthine cedar jungles and hidden cliffs. 
The short route over Jerry Glacier 
presents a real option; on the other 
hand, we don’t have ice axes and rope. 

Suddenly I hear the tell-tale voice 
and equipment noise of fellow moun¬ 
taineers. An associate party of Seat¬ 
tle’s Mountaineers organization ap¬ 
pears on the scene, and after a brief 
conversation we are invited to tie-off 
with them and tackle the glacier the 
next day. We sleep securely through 
the night with the knowledge that 
there is a safe route and quite an 
adventure ahead tomorrow. 


It is now midday, and the climbers 
explain the simple but life-saving tech¬ 
niques of using the ice-axe. There are 
six of us; my friend and I have only 
walking staffs, so we will tie-off with 
one lead man and follow behind the 
party’s footsteps. The three of us uti¬ 
lize a long climbing rope, tying a 
bowline and double wrap about the 
waist. Our leader expresses an abso¬ 
lute confidence that only years of tech¬ 
nical mountaineering can provide. 

We slowly switchback, chinking one 
foothold at a time up the seemingly 
perpendicular, icy surface. I dig in with 
my walking staff and concentrate on 
each step. I have taken nasty falls on 
snowfields before, removing attention 
from any mountaineering problem 
could prove fatal. 

For two hours we steadily snake 
toward the glacier summit, enduring 
the sun’s glare, and baking in the 
intense solar radiation. The final gap 
between Crater Mountain’s twin peaks 
lies directly above, but we first must 
skirt a nasty crevasse and tackle a 
final steep snow bank. 

My friend plods loyally behind, bring¬ 
ing up the rear. The snow showers 
from each plunging step he takes. We 
take care to keep unnecessary slack 
out of the climbing rope. One final 
effort and the team works its way out 
on top of Jerry Glacier. We rest while 
staring out into the mountain vast¬ 
ness. The mountaineers graciously 
point out the route along Crater Moun¬ 
tain’s southern moraine to the trail. 

We ask ourselves if this was a true 
survival experience. Anytime a person 
leaves constructed trailways and enters 
virgin wilderness, there are numerous 
encounters that involve personal sur¬ 
vival. No, we didn’t spend time prac¬ 
ticing primitive fire building or other 
valuable skills that can be learned at 
home. This was a true mountain exper¬ 
ience involving cross-country travel and 
bone grinding work. 

The Mountain Experience is cur¬ 
rently an annual event sponsored by 
Live Free and the American Pistol and 
Rifle Association. Both fine organiza¬ 
tions further the principles of freedom, 
and openly advocate survival educa¬ 
tion and family preparedness programs. 

I have mountaineered the Pacific 
Northwest’s wilderness areas for twenty 
years, and it is my sincere hope that 
American Survival Guide readers will 
join us on these worthwhile treks. Live

pull is about 12 pounds. Single action 
pull is about 4.5 pounds. 

Field stripping for cleaning is accom¬ 


plished rapidly by removing the maga¬ 
zine and drawing the slide rearward 
to where it is locked in place by the

slide catch lever. Then the take down 
lever is thumbed down, the slide catch 
lever is released and the slide is pulled 
forward and off of the frame where 
the recoil spring, guide rod and barrel 
can then be lifted out for cleaning. 

Shooting — In test firing the SIGs we 
used several types of commercial ball 
ammunition. We had no hollowpoint 
ammunition with us during the shoot¬ 
ing session but these pistols are de¬ 
signed to fire them or any other type 
of good quality commercial cartridges. 

Firing with one- and two-hand holds 
from standing positions without a rest 
at targets from 15 to more than 50 
yards distant, we were please with the 
accuracy of the pistols. We fired at old 
bottles, cans and plastic jugs and were 
able to hit them often with our slower 
aimed fire. 

We would have liked to have had 
more time and ammunition to thor¬ 
oughly familiarize ourselves with these 
guns, but our brief encounter with 
them convinced us that they are indeed 
the top quality guns they are reputed 
to be. We experienced no malfunctions 
of any kind during the test firing. 

The SIGs fit well in our hands and 
are very comfortable to aim and shoot 
with. The white painted sights aid in 
rapid target acquisition. 

SIG guns are not cheap, but as the 
saying goes, you get what you pay for. 
If you’re looking for a rugged, reliable, 
top-of-the-line handgun you can stake 
you life on, one of the SIG handguns 
in 9 mm, .45 ACP, .38 Super and .380 
Auto calibers could be just the gun for 
you. •

nuclear weapons, to turn their great 
talents now to the cause of peace, to 
give us the means to render those 
weapons obsolete. . . an effort which 
holds the promise of changing the 
course of human history” 

He called for the Strategic Defense 
Initiative, the development of a sys¬ 
tem of defenses against nuclear bal¬ 
listic missiles. Even if a person doubts 
the possibility or wisdom of such a 
course, the concept of a real protection 
against atomic destruction must hold 
a compelling fascination for anyone. 

The two basic questions that need 
to be asked about SDI are, 1) can it 
be deployed? and 2) should it? It is a 
pair of questions about which a book 
could be written, and several have 
been. I will discuss some of the issues 
involved in these two questions. 

This is an ongoing subject of conten¬ 
tion as the technical feasibility has 
been neither fully proved, nor disproved 
and the question of whether or not it 
would be a wise course of action goes 
beyond the measurable and calculable 
into the area of philosophy, morality 
and guesswork. How would the Rus¬ 
sians react? How would our future 
leaders? 

It is a debate that is reminiscent of 
the argument of the last generation 
over the wisdom and efficacy of a 
nation-wide system of fallout shelters. 
Are they effective? Will they provoke 
a Soviet attack? First I’d like to dis¬ 
cuss feasibility and the avenues of 
research being pursued in aid of SDI. 
It should be considered, however, that 
even as these words are being written, 
the information offered on the subject 
grows older and more obsolete. Scien¬ 
tific research in this area moves fast 
and is still largely secret. 

The concept that “it can’t be made 
to work” is always a questionable 
assumption about any technology. 
Every generation has scientists who 
prove that the certainties of the last 
generation are wrong. Some 30 years 
ago, it was common to have the impos¬ 
sible described “as likely as a trip to 
the moon.” It has been 20 years since 
our astronauts did in fact take a trip 
to the moon. Impossible is a chancy 
thing. Possible “soon,” however, is 
chancy, too. If SDI is a technology that 
belongs to our grandchildren, it will 
be expensive for us to find this out. 

The three main elements of an anti- 


ballistic missile (ABM) system are 1) 
launch detection, missile and RV track¬ 
ing (target acquisition), 2) tracking 
coordination and weapons control and 
3) missile and/or RV destruction. 

Launch detection and rocket vehicle 
(RV) tracking are a fairly mature 
science, as such things go. Computer 
coordination and control of defensive 
weaponry has been a developing tech¬ 
nology throughout the history of nu¬ 
clear warfare, but must still be con¬ 
sidered primitive compared to that 
which would be required of a compre¬ 
hensive missile defense system. 

The weaponry to actually destroy 
approaching enemy missiles and RVs 
is the least developed of all and the 
focus of most of the research in the 
field. It must be remembered that 
attempts at this are not new, however. 
In the 1950s and 1960s there was 
development done on the Nike-Zeus 
anti-missile, and of course the develop¬ 
ment and deployment of the Soviet 
ABM and American Safeguard ABM 
systems. All of these depended on

damaging a re-entering warhead with 
a nearby nuclear detonation. 

As well as being somewhat self¬ 
destructive, the United States, at least, 
judged these systems to be ineffective 
in protecting against attack. The great 
part of the problem is that both the 
coordination/control and defensive wea¬ 
pons sub-systems are overwhelmed by 
the enormous number of incoming 
weapons. 

Research continues in high-speed 
computers. The use of new concepts in 
artificial intelligence and the use of 
superconductors seems to be important. 
Frankly, this element is the key to the 
whole problem and the part of the 
research that is least publicized and 
most secret. 

There are presently fairly advanced 
Earth and space based detection and 
tracking systems. These are being 
upgraded by such things as high fre¬ 
quency backscatter over-the-horizon 
radar (the Russians have had such a 
system operational for close to a de¬ 
cade; it can be heard on an ordinary 


shortwave radio; it sounds like and is 
nicknamed the “Russian Woodpecker’ ’). 

Any ABM system would generate 
countermeasures such as decoys and 
other penaids, and scientists look 
toward opto-electrical, laser, and par¬ 
ticle beam stimulation techniques to 
help sort out the real from the false. 

The most impressive advances have 
been made in defensive weapons. Re¬ 
search in destructive lasers have ad¬ 
vanced to the point where stationary 
ballistic missile fuselages have been 
destroyed, and an AIM-9L air-to-air 
missile was shot down by a laser. 

The Soviets are said to be far ad¬ 
vanced in the field of particle beam 
research, but as yet they have not 
reached anything approaching a prac¬ 
tical stage. Successful interception of 
a Minuteman RV has been made with 
an umbrella spoke-like device that 
depends on the great difference in 
their respective velocities to destroy 
the incoming warhead. 

Perhaps the most promising avenue 
of research, kinetic energy weapons 
come in several different types. The 
Minuteman RV was intercepted by a 
device that basically got in the way 
of the high velocity oncoming vehicle. 
Other types of kinetic energy weapons 
involve the use of electro-magnetic rail- 
guns to accelerate a bullet-like projec¬ 
tile to extremely high velocity and 
have it shot as its target. 

Research has progressed, on this 
technology, to the point where the use 
of miniature railguns are being dis¬ 
cussed as a near-future tank-borne 
weapon. More exotic techniques such 
as nuclear detonation pumped x-ray 
lasers have been discussed. Proposed 
by Edward Taller, the idea would be 
to have a guidance system point the 
projection rods of a large satellite laser 
at many of the enemy’s missiles and 
generate an extremely high energy x- 
ray laser pulse from each rod through 
the detonation of a small yield nuclear 
explosion. v 

The time that an enemy missile is 
most vulnerable to such a directed 
energy device is during its boost phase. 
One problem with this approach is that 
it leaves really no time for a human 
command decision to be made, and 
operations would have to be entrusted 
to computer directed automatic sys¬ 
tems. Since ground based targets are 
not vulnerable to these ABM technol¬ 
ogies, it might not present a danger 
to enemy population centers or military 
installations, but might cause the 
accidental destruction of peaceful space 
launch. 
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More mundane means of ABM de¬ 
fense, particularly point defense of our 
offensive missile silos, have been pro¬ 
posed using “off the shelf’ weapons 
such as the Phalanx high-speed anti¬ 
missile cannon. 

As I said, there is an enormous 
amount of information and research 
in this area, and it appears that we 
are nowhere near able to deploy a com¬ 
prehensive missile defense system. 
Limited protection of our land based 
missile fleet may be possible in the 
near future, however. 

SDI Books — In order to best under¬ 
stand the issues and options involved 
in the question of the Strategic De¬ 
fense Initiative I recommend several 
of the books on the subject. The book 
that started the whole thing, really, 
is The High Frontierhy General Daniel 
Graham. General Graham was an 
advisor to Ronald Reagan when he was 
a candidate for the presidency and 
although he gives credit for the pro¬ 
gram to the president, he is doubtless 
the author of the concept. 

In the book he describes some of the 
strategic and technical issues and sets 
out some of the solutions. He, along 
with the other vocal proponents of the 
program, expresses a deep discomfort 
with the concept of Mutual Assured De¬ 
struction and has sought an alternative. 

The interesting thing about the book, 
and one that has been universally 
ignored by the press, is that a missile 
defense system is discussed in the con¬ 
text of an overall exploration and 
exploitation of the resources of nearby 
outer space. 

In my opinion, it is this discussion 
that is of an importance that tran¬ 
scends the immediate issue of missile 
defense. It brings to mind the fact that 
places like Fort Wayne, Indiana, and 
Fort Worth, Ibxas, were once frontier 
military outposts, not the modern cities 
they are today 

A book that explores this in greater 
detail is Mutual Assured Survival, pre¬ 
pared by Doctors Jerry Pournelle and 
Dean Ing from a report by the Citizens 
Advisory Council on National Space 
Policy. Members of the Council include 
scientists, astronauts, writers, engine¬ 
ers, military and industrial leaders. It 
reminds one that the resources of space 
may include the answers to problems 
other than strategic security. 


In all of these books on the subject, 
the question arises time and time 
again, is there no other option for 
national and global security than the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
pointing 10,000 H-bombs at each other? 

Both the United States and the 
Soviet Union have a considerable por¬ 
tion of their nuclear weapons counter¬ 
force targeted, that is, aimed at the 
nuclear forces of their opponent. In 
other words, we shoot at their nukes, 
and they shoot at the nukes that are 
aimed at their nukes. . . and so on. 

The problem is immeasurably com¬ 
plicated and made more dangerous and 
unstable by the development of highly 
accurate MIRV weapons, especially 
those deployed in a mobile mode. These 
include the more advanced Trident and 
proposed mobile MX, the Soviet SS-24,

SS-25 and at least some of the Soviet 
SLBMs. These weapons make perfect 
counterforce weapons. They are ac¬ 
curate enough to just about guarantee 
the destruction of even a hardened 
enemy missile silo, yet almost immune, 
themselves, by virtue of their mobility. 

The only answer to this problem 
under the MAD concept is a policy of 
launch on early warning, that is the 
launching of the majority of one’s vul¬ 
nerable land based weapons upon first 
detection of enemy weapons launch, to 
assure that they will be used before 
they are lost to a first strike. 

This is an extremely dangerous 
option, and one that demands a degree 
of launch preparedness that invites a 
disaster based on a technical mistake. 
The fact remains, however, that poten¬ 
tial “first strike” weaponry is presently 
operational in the arsenals of both 
nations. 

What are the alternatives to this 
increasingly unstable situation? De¬ 
ploy more counter-counterforce nuclear 


weapons? Perhaps the answer is not 
to deny the need of both nations for a 
counterforce option, but rather provide 
a counterforce option that does not 
involve weapons of mass destruction. 

Even counterforce nuclear weapons, 
if used even in limited numbers, studies 
have indicated, will have hugely ad¬ 
verse impacts on civilian population 
centers. Even a small mistake, even 
one that did not in fact trigger a mas¬ 
sive retaliation, would be terribly 
destructive. 

The option proposed by the Strategic 
Defense Initiative is to provide both 
powers the option of targeting their 
opponent’s nuclear weapons in such a 
way that 1) they can be of no danger 
to the opponent’s civilian population 
centers, industrial plant, agricultural 
resources, or military establishment, 
and 2) cannot actually do anything 
until an opponent actually launches 
something. Even then, the only con¬ 
sequence of a terrible miscalculation 
(hopefully no more likely than one un¬ 
der the present circumstances) would 
be the destruction of an opponent’s 
spacecraft, or satellite. The subject of 
great acrimony, no doubt, but not of 
the same degree as detonating nuclear 
weapons on their soil. 

A worst case scenario would be the 
death of a spacecrew, highly unlikely 
and certainly preventable, but not the 
death of a world. It has been claimed 
that MAD is only the concept of a 
budget conscious secretary of defense 
to justify not attempting to keep up 
with Soviet missile developments, and 
not a concept that has ever been ac¬ 
cepted by the Soviets. Their continued 
deployment of mobile counterforce 
weapons certainly calls into question 
their belief in MAD. 

In any case, there are so many wea¬ 
pons now deployed, by the super powers 
alone, that a war, deliberate or through 
miscalculation or technical mistake, 
would have grave consequences for all 
the Earth. 

A massive reduction in the number 
of bombs would not reduce, in my opin¬ 
ion, the security of either side. . . 
unless the other’s remaining weapons 
were still counterforce and could des¬ 
troy their opponent’s weapons, hold¬ 
ing them captive to an unanswerable 
nuclear threat. If a great nation could 
develop a defense that did not involve 
deploying further weapons of mass

destruction, it might be able to con¬ 
duct a program of mutual reduction 
of strategic nuclear weapons on a mas¬ 
sive scale without fearing that it was 
losing its only possible answer to 
duplicity by its opponent. 

Non-Super Power Nukes — Another 
scenario is the possibility of a non- 
super power using nuclear weapons. 
I think that there is nothing at all 
unlikely about this possibility. 

Such an exchange, may only be a 
matter of time. Already, in addition to 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union, Britain, 
France, China, India and almost cer¬ 
tainly Israel have tested and are likely 
in possession of nuclear weapons. Many 
other nations are only a step away 
from developing similar capabilities, if 
they are of a mind to do so. 

And what nation would withhold the 
use of such weapons if it were the last 
option before national destruction? 

The scenario most often pictured 
would be an Israeli nuclear attack in 
the face of imminent overrun by Arab 
armies. Since such volatile nations as 
Iraq are close to nuclear capability, is 
the use of these weapons not almost 
inevitable at some point? 

It must be remembered that the poor 
man’s weapon of mass destruction, 
poison gas, has been used often by 
Iraq. . . and that against both a fellow 
Moslem nation and ethnic minorities 
among its own population. The worst 
possibility is the “wild card” scenario. 
The situation in which a fanatic and 
possibly mad leader might embark on 
a program of nuclear attack even 
against one of the giants. 

What would we do if, without the 
consent of his people, such a leader 
launched a ship borne nuclear rocket 


or cruise missile at the United States 
or the Soviet Union? It is all too pos¬ 
sible. Short and medium-range missiles 
of this sort, capable of carrying a 
nuclear warhead, are available in the 
Third World and have been used in 
war. The extensive conventional mis¬ 
sile attacks against the cities of Iran 
by Iraq were done with Soviet missiles, 
like the “Scud,” that in Europe, carry 
tactical nuclear warheads. What would 
our response to such an attack be? 
Nuclear bombardment of the cities of 
the attacking nation with the killing 
of largely innocent populations? Or just 
a conventional military response, with 
the implicit invitation for someone to 
do it again? There is no good answer, 
and there is no defense, none at all , 
to such at attack. 

MAD is quickly becoming a dead let¬ 
ter. It may or may not have provided 
us with global security. That is a ques¬ 
tion for future philosophers to ponder. 
It is nonetheless an era that is coming 
to an end. The question remaining is 
whether it will be replaced by a race 
to develop more numerous and more 
accurate and more invulnerable nu¬ 
clear weapons, or attempt to find a 
technology that will accomplish the 
sought after security needs of our 
nations without the danger inherent 
in nuclear weapons themselves. 

First, the research to find out if 
there is such an option open to our 
generation... or the next. Then, if it 
is possible, deployment of a real de¬ 
fense, the first in generations, that is 
available to any nation. An expensive, 
but not inherently dangerous competi¬ 
tion of technologies, and an end to the 
threat of nuclear MADness. The fate 
of the human race could easily depend 
on our answer to this question. •

Gloom and Doom Survival 

For the last 21 years, I have been 
in the business of supplying food and 
equipment for those who feel that 
being prepared is an important part 
of their insurance program. During 
that time I have written many arti¬ 
cles and with Mel Tappan started a 
survival newsletter, but this is only 
the second time I have written a let¬ 
ter to a magazine or newspaper. I am 
disgusted and in some ways ashamed 
of an advertisement that you recently 
ran in your excellent magazine. It 
showed a skull and crossbones and 
talked about people starving if they 
did not buy a certain product right 
now. I have not seen the scepter of 
gloom and doom being raised in this 
fashion for over 10 years. Add to that 
the fact that the advertisement tied 
in quotes from one of the most res¬ 
pected men in the preparedness in¬ 
dustry, Howard Ruff, that are taken 
10 years out of context, and I must 
come to the conclusion that the per¬ 
son who wrote the ad is either very 
new to the business or very crass. 
I believe ads such as this demean 
the whole idea of emergency pre¬ 
paredness. First they give the impres¬ 
sion of gloom and doom that myself, 
your magazine, and the industry as 
a whole have been trying to shake 
off for years. They portray anyone 
who makes preparation to secure 
their future as, in a pejorative sense, 
a “survivalist.” They are portrayed 
in the press as “mountain men,” 
“fanatics,” “gloom and doomers,” 
“gun nuts” and held up to ridicule. 
The ad that was in your magazine 
only contributes to the impression 
and tends to scare more people away 
than it does to draw people into the 
movement. It makes it seem that if 
you are concerned with your food 
supply, your power supply, and your 
financial security you are out of 
touch with the world. It also de¬ 
means the readership of your maga¬ 
zine. I have found that those who 
read American Survival Guide tend 
to be already convinced that there 
is a need to prepare for their family's 
future. To believe that old fashion 
out-of-date scare tactics will “make” 
them buy is foolish and greatly un¬ 
derestimates their intelligence. I 


believe that any intelligent person 
who reads the papers and your maga¬ 
zine knows there is a need to provide 
some emergecy protection. It may be 
for 72 hours in case of an earth¬ 
quake or other natural or man-made 
disaster that cuts off supplies or 
demands evacuation for a few days. 
It may be for camping or hunting 
accidents. Or it may be for a year 
or two if a major disruption in the 
nation or the world occurs. I have 
often written that my definition of 
a survivalist is one who sees a need 
to prepare for emergencies and does 
it. It is a foolish person indeed who 
buys protection without seeing the 
need or because he or she is scared 
into it by some “survival” guru or 
salesman. I hope that this advertiser 
will mature and grow up to the level 
of his and your customers. His serv¬ 
ices are welcome in the industry for 
there are never too many of them, 
his gloom and doom advertising is 
not.

Jewish Gun Hate 

This letter is in response to Aaron 
Zelman’s missive, “Jewish Gun Hate” 
(Sept. 1989). If Mr. Zelman has a 
beef with anti-gun ownership advo¬ 
cates, he certainly has every right 
to express his criticism of their mes¬ 
sage. But, by attacking the Jewish 
people collectively for the anti-gun 
stance of some, he seems to be trying 
to encourage what he claims to fear 
— a retaliation against the Jews. 
Most troubling is Zelman’s inclu¬ 
sion of such anti-Jewish canards as, 
“Jew politicians are a bunch of 
communists” By bracketing these 
indictments with quotation marks, 
he insinuates that he is merely 
repeating offensive statements that 
have been broadcast by others and 
is not the originator of them. None¬ 
theless, whether this vitriol is his 
own creation or a rehashing of view¬ 
points voiced by others, its repeti¬ 
tion in American Survival Guide is 
wholly inappropriate. In addition, it 
is unfortunate that Mr. Zelman sin¬ 
gularly attributes America’s place in 
the world community as a bastion 
of freedom to our “armed citizenry.” 


If he were at all mindful of history, 
he would recognize that this country 
was founded by immigrants fleeing 
religious persecution. Mr. Zelman’s 
use of the appellation, “Christian 
America” clearly exposes his ignor¬ 
ance of history. It also illustrates a 
thorough disregard for an essential 
foundation of this nation — a govern¬ 
ment which protects the right of all 
citizens to freely practice their faiths 
while favoring no one religion in par¬ 
ticular. We could certainly do with¬ 
out letters such as Zelman’s sowing 
seeds of dissension between Chris¬ 
tians and Jews.

Aaron Zelman"s letter was also pub¬ 
lished in the Wisconsin Jewish 
Chronicle and elsewhere. We realize 
that his views are controversial and 
his language strong but we are also 
vitally concerned about the drive in 
this country to eliminate public fire¬ 
arms ownership and that many — 
though by no means all — liberal 
Jews are at the forefront of that 
movement, which of course includes 
many non-Jews as well. And at the 
same time we don f t want to give the 
impression all Jews are anti-gun 
ownership , as there are a consider¬ 
able number who are pro-gun and 
pro-freedom who read, write for or 
advertise in this magazine , and the 
pro-gun movement desperately needs 
the support of these Jews. Neverthe¬ 
less i, as former Anti-Defamation 
League National Law Director Elliot 
Rothenberg wrote in the February 
1988 American Rifleman magazine , 
“much of the established Jewish 
leadership in the U.S. has been re- 
flexively banging the drum for gun 
control. . . seven major Jewish rab¬ 
binical and lay organizations ” were 
reported by American Rifleman “to 
be among the most active partici¬ 
pants in coalitions pushing for gun 
control. . . No other religious body 
has as many gmups listed or has 
made such a sweeping commitment 
to the cause” Rothenberg adds that 
“The different fates of European and 
Israeli Jews in the past half century 
demonstrate the folly of a disarmed 
citizenry entrusting its rights and 
welfare to the supposed benevolence 
of its government . None should be 
more cognizant of this than the Jew¬ 
ish organizations so enamored of gun 
control .” •

E see the day when you can go 
into a supermarket and buy a 
barbecued chicken that has been cooked, 
vacuum-packed and irradiated. It can sit 
on the shelf for eight years, and all you'll 
have to do is heat it up.” So says phys¬ 
icist and founder of a company called 
Radiation Technology Inc., Martin Welt. 

Increased shelf-life is but one of the 
benefits promised by the fledgling U.S. 
food irradiation industry. Other advan¬ 
tages cited for food irradiation include 
a drastic reduction in the number of food 
poisoning cases seen in this country each 
year. According to the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, USDA, food irradiation 
could eliminate 90 percent or more of the 
40,000 annual salmonella food poison¬ 
ing cases in the U.S. One of the most far- 
ranging benefits for this technology is 
the potential of making a major impact 
in the fight against world hunger. The 
World Health Organization, WHO, 
notes that some 25 percent of the entire 
global production of food is destroyed by 
spoilage each year. They see food irradi¬ 
ation as a promising method for greatly 
reducing this loss and increasing world 
food supplies. 

On the other side are those who claim 
that food irradiation is unnecessary, 
economically unsound, environmen¬ 
tally unsafe, and of greatest concern, 
potentially hazardous to the health of 
the American consumer. 

Those opposed to food irradiation in¬ 
clude many who are active in the envir¬ 
onmental, health, and anti-nuclear 
movements. They see food irradiation as 
yet another attempt by the nuclear 
industry to seek a market for an inher¬ 
ently dangerous product. 

Three main points are cited by those 
in opposition to food irradiation. First, in 
order for food irradiation to be profit¬ 
able, hundreds of irradiation facilities

would have to be established across the 
U.S., each containing large amounts of 
highly radioactive material. Roth the 
irradiation facilities themselves and the 
nuclear materials being transported 
between the manufacturer and the ir¬ 
radiation facility would be subject to 
accident or sabotage. Second opponents 
cite the possibility that unscrupulous 
processors would irradiate substandard 
food to kill off the bacteria which cause 
food spoilage, and then sell the food 
as fresh. This has already happened in 
Europe. Third, while the irradiation of 
food does not make the food radiactive, 
it does create in the food new chemical 
compounds known as URPs, unique 
radiolytic products. Some of these URPs, 
opponents contend, are carcinogenic. 
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Technicians loading food in a batch-type irradiator. 
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What then is the truth about food 
irradiation? Does it represent a bright 
new promise for the future as its sup¬ 
porters contend? Or is it, as one well- 
known critic of the industry proclaims, 
“the massacre of the American food 
supply.” 

In 1980both the World Health Organi¬ 
zation and the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations 
recommended that member govern¬ 
ments give their approval for food irradi¬ 
ation. Currently some 32 countries have 
approved some applications of food ir¬ 
radiation. Irradiated foods are now being 
marketed in about 20 countries world¬ 
wide. In Japan for example, some 20,000 
tons of potatoes are irradiated each year 
in order to prevent sprouting. In South 
Africa two commercial irradiation facil¬ 
ities continually process mangoes, pap¬ 
ayas, and a variety of vegetables and 
meats. Other countries such as Canada, 
France, Italy, and the Soviet Union have 
been irradiating a wide range of foods 
for years. 

In the U.S. irradiation has been used 
to sterilize foods for a very limited num¬ 
ber of hospital patients whose illnesses 
have compromised their ability to fight 
off infection. U.S. astronauts, since the 
Apollo program of the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, have also carried with them 
foods sterilized by irradiation. 

Despite the above examples, large- 
scale irradiation of food in the U.S. has 
yet to be accepted either by the public 
or the major food processing companies. 
Years of legal wrangling over the safety 
issue and the very cautious approach 
taken by the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 


tration have severly limited the growth 
of the food irradiation industry in this 
country. 

The FDA has, over the years, granted 
permits for the limited irradiation of 
some foods. In 1963 permission was 
granted for the irradiation of wheat and 
wheat flour for the purposes of insect dis¬ 
infestation. In 1964 irradiation was 
approved to inhibit sprouting in white 
potatoes. Neither of these ventures 
proved commercially feasible, as there 
existed less expensive and more readily 
available alternatives to irradiation. 

In the mid 1980s the FDA began ap¬ 
proving a wider variety of foods for 
irradiation. Currently approved foods 
include spices and herbs, pork products, 
some fruits and vegetables, spice blends

and vegetable seasonings. Of this list 
only spices are being routinely irradi¬ 
ated. About 1 percent of all the spices 
used in this country are irradiated. They 
are used in prepared foods such as frozen 
pizza and cookies. 

As noted, resistance to the marketing 
of irradiated foods has proven consider¬ 
able. Indeed, in 1985 when the FDA 
invited public comments on its proposal 
to allow for the first time low-dose irradi¬ 
ation of fresh fruits and vegetables, the 
agency received a greater number of 
written comments, mostly in opposition 
to the proposal, than it had on any previ¬ 
ous proposal. 

Consumer, environmental, and anti¬ 
nuclear forces have joined together in 
opposition to food irradiation. They 
have formed, among other groups, the 
National Coalition to Stop Food Irradi¬ 
ation, a coalition of 57 organizations 
dedicated to preventing the marketing 
of irradiated foods in the U.S. They have 
been effective. 

Food processors and retailers t hrough¬ 
out the industry have been reluctant to 
publicly support food irradiation. Says 
one executive for a major food processor, 
he would not want it known that his firm 
had even considered food irradiation 
because “we don’t want to become a tar¬ 
get for all those activists to picket or boy¬ 
cott .’ ’ As with many other things nuclear 
in the U.S., food irradiation has become 
less a scientific and technical matter, 
than a political one. 

How Food Irradiation Works — 1 When 
food is exposed to ionizing radiation the 
radiant energy passes through the food 
interacting with water and other mole¬ 
cules in the food. This interaction results 
in the disruption of the cell structure of 
the bacteria, yeasts, and molds which 
cause illness and spoilage. The effect 
radiation has on food is determined by 
the amount of radiation to which the food 
is exposed. High doses of radiation will 
kill cells outright. This is useful in kill¬ 
ing spoilage bacteria and insects. Lower 
doses will alter normal biochemical 
reactions in foods which will have the 
effect of delaying fruit ripening and 
sprouting in vegetables. 

When cell structures are distrupted by 
radiation, electrons are freed from the 
molecules of the disrupted cells. The 
resulting molecules, with unshared elec¬ 
trons, are known as free radicals. These 
free radicals will go on to interact with 
other molecules in the food to create 
trace chemicals known as unique radi- 
olytic products, tJRPs. It is the URPs 
which pose the primary consumer safety 
issue for those concerned about food

irradiation. More on UEPs later. 

A note about the levels of radiation 
to which food is exposed during process¬ 
ing. The total dosage of radiation applied 
to the food is determined by the amount 
of time the food is exposed to the radi¬ 
ation source. The longer the exposure the 
higher the dose. 

Radiation exposure is measured in 
RADs, radiation absorbed dose. In the 
U.S., the FDA has authorized irradiation 
of fruits, vegetables, and pork at up to 
3,000,000RADs. Those who oppose food 
irradiation are often quick to point out 
that the levels of radiation to which food 
is exposed are far in excess of the lethal 
radiation dose, 600 RADs, for human 
beings. While this is true, and sounds 
ominous, it is basically irrelevant, since 
food treated at even the highest allow¬ 
able radiation levels does NOT become 
radioactive, nor does it retain any radi¬ 
oactive substance within it. 

As noted earlier the creation of URPs 
during the irradiation process has be¬ 
come central to the issue of the safety 
of irradiated foods. 

There is no doubt that irradiation does 
indeed create in food URPs which are 
known carcinogens, for example ben¬ 
zene and formaldehyde. However most 
scientists are quick to point out that 
many of these same products are also 
created during normal cooking of foods 
in the home. In fact, about 90 percent of 
the URPs created during the irradiation 
process are chemicals whose toxicity is 
well understood and for which safety 
guidelines already exist. The remaining 
10 percent of radiolytic byproducts are 
less well known. Those opposed to food 
irradiation say that until the toxic effects 
of these URPs are fully understood, 
irradiated foods should not be marketed. 

In response to this argument the FDA 
says that for the most part URPs are not 
new chemical compounds at all, but are 
simply already existing compounds 
that, because of their extremely small 
concentrations in foods, have not yet 
been detected through ordinary anal¬ 
ysis. Says one FDA scientist, “There’s no 
food that is completely known.” For 
example, “You can’t identify everything 
that’s in an apple. The basis for estab¬ 
lishing safety is not absolute safety. It’s 
reasonable safety.” 

Opponents of food irradiation have 
also challenged the assertion that the 
process will help reduce food poisoning 
cases in the U. S. While they concede the 


effectivenessofirradiationinkillingthe 
salmonella bacteria, they also note that 
the deadly botulism bacterium is per¬ 
versely resistant to irradiation. This fact 
might result in an increase of life- 
threatening food poisonings since the 
bacteria which cause food spoilage, and 
the rotten odor that accompanies it, will 
be killed, while the botulism bacteria, 
which cause no noticeable changes in 
food, will remain present on supposedly 
“sterilized” food products. 

The irradiation industry, in respond¬ 
ing to this argument, notes that, “This 
concern is not unique to irradiation; it 
also applies to other processes that cause 
partial destruction of microorganisms 
in food, such as heat pasteurization and 
chemical treatments. The results of 
studies indicate that under well-con¬ 
trolled conditions of processing, pack¬ 
aging, handling, and distribution, irra¬ 
diation would not increase the risk of 
food poisoning.” 

The question of labelling irradiated 
foods has also become a bone of conten¬ 
tion between the two sides. Consumer 
activists contend that the labelling of 
irradiated foods will give consumers the 
choice of purchasing either irradiated or 
non-irradiated foods. The irradiation 
industry, while not opposing the concept 
of labelling says that such labelling 
might scare away potential consumers. 
Furthermore they say that there is no 
health reason for such labelling, and that 
there are no subgroups of people who 
need to avoid these foods, as there are 
for example with food additives such as 
sulfites and MSG which can cause aller¬ 
gic reactions. Currently the FDA re¬ 
quires only that whole foods bear a label 
indicating that they have been irradi¬ 
ated. Processed foods which use irradi¬ 
ated ingredients are not required to have 
such a label. 

The question of the environmental 
safety of a large-scale U.S. food irradi¬ 
ation industry is also of concern to many. 
They worry that the large number of 
irradiation facilities necessary to make 
the industry profitable would greatly 
increase the odds of accidents both at the 
facilities and during the transport of 
radioactive materials. 

The industry counters by noting that 
there already exist some 50 medical 
products irradiation facilities across the 
country, as well as more than 1,000 
hospitals with radiation therapy units, 
most of which are located in the heart

of major metropolitan areas. Each of 
these units use exactly the same radi¬ 
oactive source material which would be 
used in food irradiation plants. 

As for the food irradiation facilities 
themselves, the industry takes great 
pains to point out that they are not 
nuclear reactors. They cannot suffer a 
“meltdown” or explode. There is no risk 
of a Three Mile Island- or Chernobyl- 
like accident occurring at one of these 
plants. 

Regarding transportation of radio¬ 
active materials, a report by the Ameri¬ 
can Council on Science and Health says, 
“The Department of Transportation, 
(DOT) has carrier requirements for the 
transport of hazardous materials, in¬ 
cluding radioactive cobalt and cesium. 
These substances have been transported 
to irradiation facilities and hospitals 
throughout the world for many years 
without difficulty. In fact, the containers 
used for the transport of radioactive 
cobalt are so well shielded and damage 
resistant that the DOT permits them to 
be shipped by common carrier.” 

We have in this article attempted to 
give an overview of the major arguments 
on both sides of the food irradiation con¬ 
troversy. The question of whether or not 
irradiated foods become commonplace 
on American supermarket shelves is 
now in the political arena. Both sides are 
continually lobbying elected represen¬ 
tatives and government regulators in 
an effort to advance their cause. 

Regardelss of the outcome of the de¬ 
bate now taking place in this country, 
it does appear that in the long term, 
as world population continues to grow, 
and as factors such as climatic changes 
impact on world food production, techno¬ 
logies such as food irradiation might by 
more widely used in feeding an increas¬ 
ingly hungry world populace. •

T he need for a simple cutting tool 
always presents itself.

The Executive Edge “Grande” Gold 
Heritage (top knife in photo) is seven 
and one half inches long when open 


and measures four and one half inches ' 
closed. It weighs only one and a half¬ 
ounces and sells for $49.95. The “Lite” 
Formal model is blaek and is about 
one-inch shorter than the Grande. It 
sells for $39.95. The “Ultra-Lite” 
Flamboyant Red is shorter yet and 
weighs only one ounce. It sells for 
$31.95. The “Junior” Classic Silver is 
the smallest of the lot measuring only 
three inches fully open. It retails for 
$23.95.
